European  War  News. 


Import  and  Export  Notices. 

United  Kingdom. — The  Director  of  the  British  War  Trade 
Department  announces  that  exports  of  goods  from  the 
United  Kingdom  to  foreign  destinations  in  Europe  and 
the  Mediterranean  are  permitted  where  licences  are  obtained 
in  the  usual  course  from  the  War  Trade  Department.  This 
announcement  is  made  to  remove  a  misconception  which  has 
arisen  in  Denmark  and  Holland  (including  the  Dutch 
colonies)  of  the  effect  of  the  (Order  of  Council  dated 
October  1,  1918. — The  "  London/  Gazette"  (October  15) 
announces  the  following  alterations  in  the  list  of  prohibited 
exports:  Headings  Deleted. — (c)  Agar-agar;  (b)  antimony 
and  alloys  of  antimony ;   (a)  bronze  powder ;  (e)  citrates ; 

(a)  ergot  of  rye ;  (c)  lithium  compounds ;  (c)  lycopodium ; 

(b)  mercury,  'compounds  and  preparations  of  (except  nitrate 
of  mercury),  and  mixtures  containing  such  compounds  of 
mercury;  (a)  mercury  nitrate;  (a)  mercury;  (c)  oils,  essen- 
tial (except  sandalwood  and  turpentine  oils) ;  (C)  pitch, 
and  all  mixtures,  preparations  and  commodities  of  which 
pitch  forms  an  ingredient  not  otherwise  specifically  pro- 
hibited;  (c)  salt,  rock  and  white  (except  table  salt). 
Headings  Added. — (a)  Agar-agar;  (a)  antimony  and  alloys 
of  antimony;  (a)  cassia  pods_  and  pulp;  (a)  chiretta; 
(a)  citrate  of  iron  and  ammonium ;  (b)  citrates  not  other- 
wise prohibited  ;  (a)  culvers-root ;  (a)  ergot  of  rye  and  the 
liquid  extract  of  ergot;  (a)  iron,  reduced;  (a)  '  jaborandi- 
leaves ;  (c)  lithium  compounds,  not  otherwise  specifically 
prohibited ;  (a)  lobelia ;  (a)  lycopodium ;  (a)  mercury,  com- 
pounds of  mercury,  and  mixtures  and  preparations  con- 
taining mercury  or  its  compounds;  (a)  tannic  acid; 
(a)  valerian  rhizome;  (a)  ^witch-hazel  bark  and  leaves; 
(a)  dental  instruments,  appliances,  and  materials  (including 
dental  chairs,  artificial  teeth,  and  dental  fillings  manufac- 
tured mainly  from  gold)  ;  (a)  gold  leaf ;  (a)  nitrometers 
and  their  component  parts  -f  (a)  oil  of  cedarwood :,  (a)  oil 
of  peppermint;  (a)  oil  of  sassafras;  (c)  oils,  essential  (except 
cedarwood,  peppermint,  sandalwood,  sassafras,  and  turpen- 
tine oils) ;  (c)  pitch  (other  than  coal-tar  pitch),  and  all 
mixtures,  preparations,  and  commodities  of  which  pitch 
(other  than  coal-tar  pitch)  forms  an  ingredient  not  other- 
wise specifically  prohibited ;  (a)  salt. 

Clinical  Thermometer  Order. 

The  Minister  of  Munitions,  in  exercise  of  the  powers 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regula- 
tions and  all  other  powers  thereunto  enabling  him,  hereby 
orders  as  follows  : 

1.  On  and  after  October  21,  1918,  no  person  shall  sell, 
offer  for  sale,  supply  or  deliver,  any  clinical  thermometer 
which  has  not  been  tested,-  approved  and  marked,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  undermentioned  rules,  or  any  other  rules  made 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Controller  of  Glassware  Supply 
on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of  Munitions  and  for  the  time 
being  in  operation. 

2.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Clinical  Thermometer 
Order,  1918. 

3.  All  applications  with  reference  to  the  above  Order 
should  be  made  to  the  Controller  of  Glassware  Supplv, 
Ministry  of  Munitions  of  War,  22/23  Hertford  Street,  W.  1. 

Rules  made  by  the  Controller  of  Glassware  Supply  on  behalf 
of  the  Minister  of  Munitions  in  consultation,  with  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research. 

(1)  Before  any  clinical  thermometer  is  sold,  offered  for 
sale,  supplied  or  delivered,  the  same  shall  be  forwarded, 
carriage  paid,  to  the  Director  of  the  National  Physical 
Laboratory,  Tcddington,  for  testing  and  approval. 

(2)  For  a  period  of  one  month  after  the  date  of  the  Order, 
no  thermometer  showing  at  any  point  in  its  registration  of 
temperature  an  error  of  more  than  .4°  F.  will  be  approved. 
On  the  expiry  of  this  period,  no  thermometer  shall  show  an 
error  exceeding  .2°  F.  over  the  range  up  to  106°  F.  Above 
this  temperature  the  error  shall  not  exceed  .3°  F.  For 
thermometers  graduated  in  degrees  other  than  Fahrenheit, 
corresponding  tolerances  will  be  allowed.  A  thermometer 
will  not  be  approved  if  it  is  not  self-registering  with  a  con- 
striction, which  must  be  such  as  to  retain  the  index  column 
and  also  allow  of  the  mercury  being  reset. 

(3)  Approved  thermometers  will  be  marked  with  the 
National  Physical  Laboratory  trade-mark  and  the  year  of 

test  thus :  18.    The  charge  for  testing  the  thermometers 

will  be  3d.  (three  pence)  per  instrument,  payable  in  advance 
to  the  Director  of  the  Laboratory,  this  charge  to  cover  ' 
return  carriage  upon  the  instruments  to  any  place  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  also  insurance  against  loss  or  damage 
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in  transit  both  ways  .and  during  test  at  the  Laboratory.  All 
thermometers  submitted  for  testing-  to  the  Director  must  be 
clearly  engraved  with  a  distinctive  number.  Thermometers 
not  already  so  engraved  will  be  engraved  at  the  Laboratory 
at  a  charge  of  Id.  (one  penny)  per  instrument,  payable  in 
advance  to  the  Director. 

Note. — The  National  Physical  Laboratory  is  prepared  to 
issue  a  certificate  setting  out  details  of  the  results  of  the 
prescribed  tests  in  regard  to  any  thermometer  which  is 
approved  in  accordance  with  the  above  rules,  on  payment  of 
an  additional  fee,  particulars  of  which  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Director  of  the  Laboratory.

Black-cureant  Pulp. — Owing  to  the  great  shortage  of 
fruits,  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  for  a  supply  of  black-currant  pu'p  to  be  exported 
from  France  strictly  for  medicinal  requirements.  Any 
manufacturer  who  requires  supplies  and  who  has  not 
received  particulars  is  invited  to  apply  to  Mr.  T.  E. 
Lescher,  60  Bartholomew  Close,  iLondon,  E.C.  1. 

Jam,  Honey,  and  Nuts. — In  order  to  ascertain  the  antici- 
pated supplies  of  jam,  honey,  and  edible  nuts,  the  Food 
Controller  has  issued  a  notice  requiring  importers  to  declare 
particulars  relating  to  shipments  of  these  goods.  The  nuts 
included  in  the  notice  are  almonds,  Barcelona  nuts,  Brazil 
nuts,  chestnuts,  coconuts,  and  walnuts.  Returns  will  be 
required    weekly.      Applications  for  the   necessary  forms 


should  be  made  without  delay  to  the  Secretary,  Ministry  of 
Food  (Statistical  Branch),  Palace  Chambers,  London,  S.W.  1. 
Postage  need  not  be  paid.  Importers  include  "  persons  to 
whom  the  goods  were  or  are  originally  consigned,  and  such 
other  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Food  Controller 
as  importers." 

Tribunal  Regulation. — The  President  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  has  informed  Tribunals  that  the  provi- 
sions in  the  regulations  requiring  that  ordinarily  leave  of 
the  Tribunal  must  be  obtained  before  an  application  for 
the  renewal  or  variation  of  a  certificate  of  exemption  may 
be  made  are  to  be  rescinded.  New  regulations  will  come 
into  operation  on  October  18,  the  effect  of  which  is, that  "  in 
future  exemptions  will  not  be  subject  to  the  condition  that 
they  cannot  be  renewed  without  leave,  and  it  will  not  be 
competent  to  a  Tribunal  to  impose  any  such  condition."  .  The 
circular  adds :  "  The  new  regulations  will  not,  of  course, 
affect  the  advantageous  practice,  adopted  by  the  Central 
Tribunal  and  many  other  Tribunals,  when  they  are  satisfied 
that  a  man  should  join  the  Army,  but  should  be  allowed 
time  to  put  his  affairs  in  order,  of  refusing  exemption  and 
arranging  with  the  National  Service  Representative  that 
he  shall  not  be  called  up  before  a  specified  date.  The  time 
within  which  an  application  for  renewal  must  be  made 
will  be  the  same  as  that  previously  allowed  by  the  regula- 
tions in  the  case  of  a  request  for  leave." 

Birmingham  Chemists'  Field  Ambulance.— A  meeting  was 
held  on  October  10  to  hear  the  official  letter  from  the  War 
Office  read,  accepting  the  unit  as  a  Volunteer  Medical  Sec- 
tion, to  do  duty  with  the  Warwickshire  Volunteer  Regi- 
ment. The  Commandant,  Lieut. -Colonel  J.  T.  G.  Morrison, 
F.R.C.S.,  presided,  supported  by  Major  Thomas,  Inspector 
of  Volunteer  Medical  Units,  Southern  Command,  and  Cap- 
tain Grist,  County  Adjutant,  Warwickshire  Volunteer 
Regiment.  The  Commandant  explained  the  necessity  of  the 
work,  and  Major  Thomas  gave  fully  the  nature  of  the  obliga- 
tions, number  of  drills,  etc.  These  are  of  one  hour  dura- 
tion, fourteen  per  month  for  recruits,  ten  per  month  for 
trained  men.  Men  holding  the  first-aid  certificate  of  either 
the  St.  John  Association  or  Red  Cross  Society,  or  ex- 
Territorials,  are  eligible  for  enlistment  as  trained  men. 
Others  will  take  the  prescribed  examinations  at  the  end  of 
the  three  months'  recruits'  courses.  Information-  will  be 
supplied  on  application  to  Acting  Adjutant.  H.  W.  Short- 
house  or  Acting  Sergeant-Major  G.  B.  Granger,  at  the 
headquarters,  Walmer  Buildings,  Corporation  Street. 

Enemy  Scientists. — The  following  statement  has  been 
adopted  unanimously  by  the  Inter-Allied  Conference  on  the 
future  of  International  Organisation  in~  Science,  which  met 
at  Burlington  House^  London,  W.,  on  October  9: 

When  more  than  four  years  ago  the  outbreak  of  war  divided 
Europe  into  hostile  camps,  men  of  science  were  still  able  to 
hope  that  the  conclusion  of  peace  would  join  at  once  the  broken 
threads,  and  that  the  present  enemies  might  then  once  more 
be  able  to  meet  in  friendly  conference,  uniting-  their  efforts  t.i 
advance  the  interests  of  science.  For  ever  since  the  revival  of 
learning-  in  the  Middle  Ages,  the  prosecution  of  knowledge  has 
formed  a  bond  strong  enough  to  resist  the  strain  of  national 
antagonism.  And  this  bond  was  strengthened  during  the  latter 
part  of  last  century,  when  branches  of  science  developed  requiring 
for  their  study  the  co-operation  of  all  the  civilised  nations  of 
the  world.  International  associations  and.  conferences  rapidly 
multiplied,  and.  the  friendly  intercourse  between  the  learned 
representatives  of  different  countries  grew  more  intimate,  in  spite 
of  their  political  differences,  which  were  admitted  but  not  insisted 
upon.  In  former  times,  war  frequently  interrupted  the  co-opera- 
tion of  individuals  without  destroying  the  mutual  esteem  based 
on  the  recognition  of  intellectual  achievements ;  peace  then  soon 
effaced  the  scars  of  a  strife  that  was  ended.  If  to-day  the 
representatives  of  the  scientific  academies  of  the  Allied  nations 
are  forced  to  declare  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  resume  personal 
relations  in  scientific  matters  'with  their  enemies  until  the  Central 
Powers  can  be  readmitted  into  the  concert  of  civilised  nations, 
they  do  so  with  a  full  sense  of  responsibility,  and  they  feel 
bound  to  record  the  reasons  which  have  led  them  to  this  decision. 
Civilisation  has  imposed  restrictions  on  the  conduct  of  nations 
which  are  intended  to  serve  the  interests  of  humanity  and  to 
maintain  a  high  standard  of  honour.  Such  are  the  recognition 
of  the  sanctify  of  treaties— especially  those  designed  to  apply 
to  a  state  of 'war — and  the  .avoidance  of  unnecessary  cruelties 
inflicted  on  civilians.  In  both  these  respects  the  Central  Powers 
have  broken  the  ordinances  of  civilisation,  disregarding  all  con- 
ventions and  unbridling  the  worst  passions  which  the  ferocity 
of  war  engenders.  War  is  necessarily  full  of  cruelties;  individual 
acts  of  barbarity  cannot  be  avoided  and  have  to  be  borne.  It 
is  not  of  these  we  speak,  but  of  the  organised  horrors  encouraged 
and  initiated  from  above  with  the  sole  object  of  terrorising  un- 
offending communities'.  The  wanton  destruction  of  property,  the 
murders  and  outrages  on  land  and  sea,  the  sinking  of  hospital 
ships,  the  insults  and  tortures  inflicted  on  prisoners  of  war,  have 
left  a  stain  on  the  history  of  the  guilty  nations  which  cannot 
be  removed  by  mere  compensation  of  the  material  damage 
inflicted.  In  order  to  restore  the  confidence,  without  which  no. 
scientific  intercourse  can  be  fruitful,  the  Central  Powers  must 
renounce  the  political  methods  which  have  led  to  the  atrocities 
that  have  shocked  the  civilised  world.

Wyley  have  established  a  fund  for  the  distribution  in  the 
London  area  of  comforts  for  the  wounded  Warwicks  in  hos- 
pitals there. 

Sixteen  names  appear  in  the  nomination-papers  for  the 
eight  vacancies  in  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Council,  many 
being  young  bloods;  both  employer  and  employed  appear- 
in  the  "choice"  paper. 

In  the  local  Press  this  week  much  is  made  of  how  a  certain 
Corporation  grew  peppermint  on  their  sewage-farm,  dis- 
tilled the  oil,  and  sold  it  at  51.  5s.  per  lb.  This  kerb  grows 
wild,  and  has  done  so  for  the  past  twenty  years,  in  a  ditch 
easily  "spotted"  when  walking  from  Brandwood  End 
towards  Parson's  Hill. 

In  his  quarterly  report  to  the  Birmingham  Health  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  F.I.C,  Ph.C,  states  that 
two  samples  of  olive  o'il,  taken  from  the  same  vendor, 
were  mixtures  of  arachis,  cottonseed,  and  mineral  oils. 
He  points  out  that  no  reference  has  been  made  by  the 
General  Medical  Council  to  the  sale  of  olive  oil  apart 
from  its  use  in  dispensing,  and  it  is  still  necessarv,  if  a 
vendor  sel.s  a  substitute  for  olive  oil,  that  he  should  'inform 
the  purchaser  and  attach  a  suitable  label.  In  the '  case  in 
question  the  samples  were  labelled  "Best  olive  oil,"  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  olive  oil  present,  if 
any  was  very  small,  and  that  the  mixture  contained  cotton- 
seed and  mineral  oils,  neither  of  which  is  authorised  for  use 
as  a  substitute  for  olive  oil.    The  vendor  was  cautioned. 

Leeds. 

Present-day  castor  oil  is  a  frequent  source  of  trouble  to 
chemists,  and  the  explanations  which  have  to  be  given  are 
not  always  accepted  graciously. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Marriott,  Kirkstall  Lane,  is  the  latest  phar- 
macist to  be  "  called  up."  The  branch  post-office  attached 
to  his  business  has  been  temporarily  removed. 

Mr.  Teale,  for  some  time  chemist  in  charge  of  the  "  Lab  " 
of  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.,  has  been  appointed  chemist 
and  works  manager  at  Sovereign  Street,  in  the  place  of  the 
late  Mr.  Broadbent. 

There  has  been  somewhat  of  a  famine  in  "  Ilorlick  " 
lately,  and  chemists  are  asking  how  it  is  that  the  public 
can  be  served  with  it  (hotj  at  almost  any  restaurant  in  the 
city  while  pharmacies  lack  supplies. 

The  wearing  of  his  chain  of  office  by  the  President  of  the 
I pharmaceutical  Society  on  his  recent  appearance  before 
the  Leeds  Association  was  rather  a  surprise  to  the  membT- 
Ihe  emblein  certainly  added  dignity  to  the  occasion. 

In  view  el  the  present  peace  overtures  there  is  a  decided 
tendency  in  the  trade  to  use  increased  discretion  in  buvin- 
lorward.  Many  men  are  holding  bigger  stocks  than  utoaf 
and  are  anticipating  rather  easier  conditions  in  the  near 
suture  ;  but  the  wholesale  drug-houses  are  not  expecting  aiiv 
tali  in  prices  for  some  time  to  come. 

Leicester. 

The  honour  of   being  the  youngest  pharmacist  in  the

An  epidemic  of  "  Spanish  flu  "  is  raging  at  Leicester,  and 
felt  Tc,onsec"!encfG  /he  scarcity  of  drugs  has  been  severely 
lelt.    it  is  reported  that  one  chemist  received  an  order  from 


a  local  works  for  ton  thousand  cminine  tablets.  It  need 
hardly  bo  said  that  the  gentlemen  who  stand  in  the  market- 
place and  "scorn  to  deceive"  are  doing  very  well.  Most 
of  their  blood-mixtures  and  kidney-pills  have  suddenly 
become  "  influenza-cures,"  and  are,  doubtlessly,  equally 
efficacious  in  that  capacity.  One  man  of  the  class  who 
"  have  stood  in  this  market-place  for  forty  yoars  "  was 
lately  selling  influenza-mixture  while  obviously  suffering 
from  something  very  like  influenza  himself. 

Liverpool. 

The  wholesale  showrooms  contain  Christmas  samples. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  pneumonia  the  demand  for 
oxygen  in  convenient  holders  is  abnormal. 

Pharmacists  supplying  American  medicines  are  more  than 
ever  harassed  by  demands  which  cannot  bo  met. 

A  locum  tenens  was  obliged  to  take  to  his  bed  at  the  end 
of  a  week's  engagement;  and  certain  pharmacists  who  had 
hoped  to  secure  his  services  have  had  to  cancel  their  pro- 
posed vacations. 

Girl  aged  seven  years  (putting  her  head  inside  door  of 
central-area,  pharmacy)  :  "  The  war  is  nearly  over,  sir." 
Pharmacist:  "How  do  you  know  that?"  Girl:  "The 
people  in  Scotland  Road  have  started  to  make  a  noise." 
(Iii  other  yyords,  some  of  the  constituents  of  "  Tay  Pay  "  had 
begun  to  demonstrate.) 

At  Liverpool  Police  Court,  on  October  14,  a  man  giving 
the  name  of  Edwin  Oscar  Biacklin  was  convicted  of  giving 
false  information  on  a  registration-form,  of  wearing  mili- 
tary decorations  without  authority,  and  of  masquerading  in 
a  spurious  uniform.  According' to  his  own  story,  he  began 
life  as  a  messenger-boy,  and  subsecjuently  went  out  to  New 
Zealand,  where  he  became  "  an  assistant  dispenser."  Later 
he  decided  to  put  his  knowledge  of  dispensing  into  practice, 
and,  impersonating  a  medical  man,  obtained  a  position  as 
medical  officer  on  a  passenger  ship,  where  he  treated 
patients  for  various  ailments.  He  was  now  sentenced  to  six 
months'  imprisonment  concurrently  on  each  of  two  charges, 
and  fined  50/.,  or  three  months'  imprisonment,  on  the  other 
charge. 

Manchester. 

The  Tariff  terms  for  1919  which  have  been  sent  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committees  throughout  the 
country  will  not,  it  is  thought,  be  accepted  in  Manchester 
or  Lancashire,  as  the  remuneration  is  considered  by  the 
majority  of  panel  chemists  to  be  quite  inadequate. 

Many  pharmacists  who  only  sold  vinegar  occasionally 
have  of  late  been  surprised  by  the  demand  for  this  article. 
W  hen  it  is  known  that  he  has  any  the  chemist  is  inundated 
with  customers,  who  bring  jugs  and  various  kinds  of  re- 
ceptacles. Price  seems  no  deterrent,  the  explanation 
being,  "  Well,  you  know,  it's  much  better  than  you  get 
at  the  grocer's" — which,  as  a  rule,  is  quite  true. 

The  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  decided 
on  a  voluntary  closing  of  pharmacies  on  Saturdays  at  8  p.m. 
instead  of  9  p.m.  Owing  to  light  and  fuel  restrictions  ;t 
will  be  extremely  difficult  to  "  carry  on "  through  the 
winter  without  exceeding  the  rations.  Most  of  the  chemists 
have  notices  displayed  in  their  windows  notifying  the  change 
to  the  public.  It  comes  into  operation  in  Manchester  on 
October  17,  and  in  Salford  early  in  November. 

Nottingham. 

Although  influenza  of  a  mild  type  has  shown  itself  here, 
there  is  no  widespread  outbreak,  nor  anything  that  could 
bo  described  as  an  epidemic. 

Toilet-requisites  of  every  description  are  selling  in  con- 
siderable quantities,  and  the  demand  for  standard  articles 
at  war  prices  shows  no  tendency  to  diminish. 

The  Council  of  the  Nottingham  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion have  decided  to  wait  for  suggestions  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  parent  organisation  before  adopting  any  definite 
scheme  of  contributing  to  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent 
Fund. 

New  interest  in  pharmaceutical  chemistry'  has  been  stimu- 
lated by  the  inclusion  in  the  University  College  curriculum 
of  full-time  courses  in  dispensing.  These  are  open  to  both 
sexes,  and  the  classes  are  being  attended  by  large  numbers 
of  students.  Girls  have  come  forward  with  eagerness  and 
enthusiasm,  and  are  making  the  most  of  their  opportunity 
to  enter  on  a  career  which  appeals  to  them. 

Sheffield. 

In  some  of  the  suburbs  there  is  a  mild  epidemic  of 
influenza,  again,  and  tho  call  is  for  special  mixtures  and  the 
usual  popular  remedies. 

Panel  chemists  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  in  present 
conclitions  of  lighting  a  serious  effort  should  be  made  for 
earlier  closing.  Many  of  the  central  businesses  are  closing 
at  6  p.m. 
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Miscellaneous . 

Fiest-aid  Lectures  foe  Phaemacists. — Tho  attendances  at 
the  first-aid  lectures  which, Dr.  Kee,  a"  local  practitioner',  is 
giving  to  the  members  of  the  Bradford  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion indicate  an  appreciation  of  tho  opportunity  to  learn 
something  of  a  branch  of  healing  not  usually  studied  much 
by  chemists. 

Poison-licences. — Mr.  A.  J.  Mayes,  trading  as  H.  E.  &  Wl 
Lack,  iSheep  Street,  Wellingborough,  has  applied  to  the 
Northants  County  Council  for  a  licence  under  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908. — Worcester  Watch  Committee  has 
again  recommended  the  City  Council  to  grant  the  poison- 
licence  opposed  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Aubrey,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, at  the  Council-meeting  on  October  1  (C.  &  D.,  Octo- 
ber 12,  p.  35). 

In  the  Couets. — At  Norwich,  on  October  14,  C.  S.  Mer- 
rington,  errand-boy,  was  put  on  probation  for  having  stolen 1 
Treasury  notes  and  cheques,  value  57?.  13s.,  the  property 
of  his  employer,  Mi'.  Arthur  E.  Beeston,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, St.  Giles  Street,  who  had  sent  him  to  pay  this  amount 
into  the  bank.  It  was  stated  that  most  of  the  sum  was  re- 
covered.— At  Birmingham  Police  Court,  recently,  Frank 
Gough,  labourer,  was  sentenced  to  three  months'  imprison- 
ment for  stealing'  goods  from  Alfred  Bird  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
Gibb  Street,  by  whom  he  was  employed. 

Eaely-closing  in  Yorkshire. — The  Bradford  Health  Com- 
mittee is  supporting  the  campaign  of  the  Early  -  Closing 
Association  in  favour  of  a  7  p.m.  closing  of  shops,  with  one 
later  night  weekly.  The  Dewsbury,  Batley,  and  Birstall 
Chambers  of  Trade/are  consulting  with  a -view  to  voluntary 
closing  at  these  times.  The  Mirfieid  Tradesmen's  Association 
has  decided  upon  these  hours,  with  8  o'clock  on  Fridays, 
the  only  late  night.  The  Halifax  Chamber  of  Trade  experi- 
mented with  6  o'clock  on  three  evenings  and  7  and  8  on 
Fridays  and  Saturdays  respectively ;  but  this  proved  too 
drastic,  and  thero  has  been  a  change  to  7  o'clock  on  three 
evenings  and  8  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays. 

Alcohol  feom  Seaweed. — Sir  T.  Edward  Thorpe,  in  "The  . 
Times,"  referring  to  the  production  of  alcohol,  writes: 

"It  has  been,  shown  that  such  seaweeds  as  Laminaria 
digitate,    L.    stcnophylla,    L.    saccharina,    the  common 
wracks  or  tangle,  and  the  various  fuci,  the  blaol;  and 
bladder  wracks,  all  of  which  are  abundant  on  our  shores, 
and  some  of  which  were  formerly  of  importance  to  us 
as  sources  of  alkali  and  iodine,  may  be  made  to  yield 
considerable  quantities  of  alcohol  by   appropriate  treat- 
ment.   Thus  it  has  been  stated  that  100  lb.  of  red  wrack, 
dried  to  a  moisure-content  of  10  per  cant.,  when  heated 
for  a  short  time  with  weak  sulphuric  acfcl  and  the  acidity 
still  further  reduced  after  cooling,  may  be  fermented  with 
brewers'  yeast  and  is  then    capable  of  yielding  about 
6  litres  of  alcohol  on  distillation.    It  is  alleged  that  under 
industrial  conditions  this  amount  may  be  increased." 
He  refers  to  the  pioneer  work  done  on  the  utilisation  of 
seaweed  by  the  late  Mi-.  E.  C.  C.  Stanford,  and  suggests 
that  the  same  mode  of  collection  and  treatment  should  be 
followed. 

Poisonings.— At  an  inquest  at  Heywood  on  a  Mrs.  Wall- 
work,  who  died  as  the  result  of  taking  salt  of  lemon,  the 
Coroner,  Mr.  F.  N.  Molesworth,  made  some  remarks  on 
the  state  of  the  law  in  reference  to  this  poison:  Salt  of 
lemon,  he  said,  was  not  a  scheduled  poison  ;  anybody  could 
get  it.  It  seemed  a  ridiculous  thing  to  do  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  put  on  all  sorts  of  restrictions  and  mention  all  sorts 
of  things  under  the  Act,  and  then  to  leave  salt  of  lemon 
to  be  sold  by  anybody.  Certainly  the  packet  had  to  bear 
the  words,  "  Poison — not  to  be  taken,"  but  anybody  could 
get  it.  If  people  went  to  a  chemist  they  were  asked  what 
they  wanted  the  salt  for,  and  if  there  was  the  slightest  doubt 
the  chemist  would  refuse  to  supply  them.  But  even  then  a 
person  had  only  to  tell  a  plausible  untruth,  and  chemists 
would  supply  the  salt.  In  the  case  of  other  traders,  who 
were  allowed  to  sell  salt  of  lemon,  they  did  not  ask  people 
what  they  wanted  it  for.  It  was  a  most  improper  thing 
that  people  should  be  allowed  to  get  salt  of  lemon  in  this 
way. — An  inquest  was  held  in  London  on  October  11  con- 
cerning the  death  of  the  wife  of  an  engineer  named  Philipp- 
vitch.  Dr.  Spilsbury  stated  that  death  was  duo  to  poisoning 
by  quinine,  of  which  the  deceased  was  believed  to  have 
taken  20  grams.  Mr.  Alfred  Southgate,  chemist  and 
druggist,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  purchase  of  the  quinine, 
ostensibly  for.  sending  abroad.  The  inquest  was  adjourned.  ' 
— Two  London  inquests  were  held  on  October  12  into  cases 
of  suicide  by  corrosive  poison,  the  victims  being  Samuel 
Markovitch,  described  as  a  research  chemist,  who  drank 
lysol,  and  Thomas  Sands,  who  took  carbolic  lotion.  A 
"Temporary  insanity"  verdict  was  given  in  each  case. 
— -A  boy  named  Appleby,  aged  seven,  residing  at  Carnoustie, 
died  on  October  15  as  the  result  of  eating  tablets  containing 
strychnine.

Edinburgh. 

Local  chemists  are  being  asked  to  agreo  to  7  o'clock  closing. 
In  most  oases  signatures  have  been  readily  obtained. 

At  the  weekly  luncheon  of  the  Edinburgh  Rotary  Ulub 
on  October  10,  Mr.  Thomas  Stephenson,  Ph.C,  delivered 
an  address  on  "  America  at  War,"  and  presented  a  silk 
American  flag  which  had  been  sent  by  the  Rotarians  of 
New  York. 

Professor  A.  R.  Cushny,  the  successor  to  _  Sir  Thomas 
Fraser  in  the  chair  of  materia  medica  in  Edinburgh  Uni- 
versity, delivered  his  inaugural  address  on  October  8.  Pro- 
fessor Cushny  is  the  sixth  occupant  of  the  chair  since  its 
foundation  in  1768. 

The  Rev.  John  Anderson,  London  Road  U.F.  Church,  has 
received,  a  close  call  from  the  congregation  of  East  Bank 
U.F.  Church,  Hawick.  Mr.  Anderson,  who  is  a  qualified 
chemist,  has  for  some  years  been  a  member  of  the  Edin- 
burgh School  Board,  and  has  recently  put  in  several  months' 
duty  as  a  chaplain  at  the  Front. 

Glasgow. 

The  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Aerated  Water  Manu- 
facturers' Defence  Association  give  notice  that  aerated- 
water  bottles  must  not  be  used  for  other  purposes  than  their 
original  one. 

Mr.  James  Archibald  Donachie  has  retired  from  the  firm 
of  D.  B.  Selkirk  &  Co.,  scientific-instrument  makers,  Glas- 
gow, and  the  business  is  now  to  be  carried  on  under  the 
old  name  by  Messrs.  D.  B.  and  A.  B.  Selkirk. 

Influenza  and  pneumonia  have  now  assumed  serious  pro- 
portions in  Glasgow  and  the  West.  Many  schools  have 
been  closed.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  ascertain  tho  best 
antiseptics.  Speaking  recently  onthe  outbreak  to  the  Health 
Committee  of  Glasgow  Corporation,  the  medical  officer  of 
health  stated  that  "  special  precautions  should  bo  taken 
by  intercepting  the  organisms  during  the  act  of  breathing 
by  an  agent  applied  to  the  nasal  passages." 
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Legal  Reports, 


Electric  Batteries.  —In  the  City  of  London  Court  on 
October  10,  a  claim  was  made  iby  Millard  Bros.;  Ltd., 
123  Houndsditch,  against  Mr.  R.  Evan  Parker,  chemist, 
32  Hertford  Street,  Coventry,  for  3/.  0s.  bd.,  balance  of 
account  for  electric  pocket  batteries  supplied.  Mr.  Harry 
Strouts,  plaintiffs'  solicitor,  said  that  the  plaintiffs  had 
sued  the  defendant  previously  for  a  larger  amount,  which 
was  paid.  The  amount  now  claimed  was  not  then  due. 
Defendant  said  that  the  .amount  claimed  now  was  due 
when  ho  paid  10/.  8s.  Id.  previously.  He  returned  some 
batteries  which  were  bad,  Put  plaintiffs  omitted  to  credit 
him  with  them.  The  case  was  referred  to  the  Assistant- 
Registrar  to  go  into  the  accounts,  and  ho  found  for,  the 
defendant,  with  costs. 

Unstamped  Samples.— At  Marlborough  Street  Police 
Court  on  October  9,  before  Mr.  Denman,  Estora,  Ltd., 
132  Charing  Cross  Road,  London,  W.C.,  wero  summoned 
for  "uttering1'  a  box  containing  Estora  tablets  to  be  used 
and  applied  as  a  medicine  and  medicament,  liable  to  the 
duty  chargeable  in  '  respect  of  medicine,  without  a  paper 
cover,  wrapper,  and  label  provided  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Inland  Revenue,  made  and  duly  stamped  for  denoting 
the  duty  charged.  Mr.  Dart,  for  the  Commissioners,  said 
the  facts  were  not  disputed.  On  Juno  28  last  the  company 
inserted' an  advertisement  in  the  "Daily  Express"  to  the 
effect  that  "  rheumatism  is  due  to  uric  acid,"  etc.,  and 
intimating  that  anyone  who  sent  a  copy  of  the  advertise- 
ment and  Zd.  in  stamps,  to  the  company's  office  would 
receivo  a  specimen  box  of  Estora  tablets.  .  The  advertise- 
ment attracted  the  notice  of  an  officer  of  the  Excise,  and  on 
July  17  he  wrote  enclosing  a  copy  of  it  with  three  penny 
stamps,  and  in  du3  course  received  a  small  box  of  the 
tablets  upon  which  there  was  no  revenue  stamp,  as  re- 
quired. The  solicitor  for  the  defence  pleaded  in  extenua- 
tion that  ' the  managing  director  of  tho  company  was  not 
an  Englishman,  and  was  not  acquainted  with  the  law  on 
the  subject,  but  was  under  the  impression  that  so  long  as 
he  did  not  sell  the  tablets  he  was  not  evading  it.  Imme- 
diately on  his  attention  being  called  to  the  illegality  of  the 
proceedings  the  advertisement  was  withdrawn.  Mr. 
Denman  imposed  a  fine  of  3/.,  with  a  guinea  costs. 

Freeman's  Veterinary  Specialities.— In  the  Chancery 
Division  on  October  14,  Mr.  Justice  Peterson  resumed  the 
bearing  of  the  action  brought  by  Freeman's  Veterinary 
Chemists,  Ltd.,  Icknield  Street,  Birmingham,  against  J.  & 
E.  Freeman,  Ltd.,  also  of  Icknield  Street,  Birmingham, 
for  an  injunction  restraining  the  defendants  from  selling 
veterinary  medicines  for  poultry  and  small  domestic  animals 
under  the  name  of  "  Freeman,"  or  "  Freeman's  "  (see  C.  &  D., 
August  3,  p.  37).  Tho  plaintiffs  claimed  the  right  to  the 
exclusive  uso  of  the  name  as  the  successors  in  business  to 
Mr.  Wm.  Marshall  Freeman,  a  duly  qualified  chemist  and 
barrister,  who  they  said  was  the  inventor  of  the  recipes. 
They  also  said  that  the  name  had  acquired  a  secondary 
meaning,  and  was  distinctive  of  their  goods.  Tho  defen- 
dants asserted  a  title  to  use  the  name  through  the  late  Mr. 
John  Freeman,  father  of  Mr.  W.  M.  Freeman,  alleging  that 
the  father  was  the  originator  of  the  specifics.  Evidence  was 
called  for  the  defence  to  prove  that  business  in  these  reme- 
dies as  proprietary  goods  had  been  carried  on  by  tho 
defendants  in  the  name  of  Freeman  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  that  the  late  Mr.  John  Freeman,  in  addition  to  his 
business  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  also  sold  veterinary 
preparations  for  dogs,  cats,  rabbits,  etc.— The  case  was 
settled  on  Tuesday."— After  a  lengthy  consultation  between 
the  parties  Mr.  Colefax,  K.C.,  for  the ,  plaintiffs,-  stated 
that  they  had  agreed  to  an  order  by  consent  which  provided 
aor  a  stay  of  the  proceedings  on  the  undertaking  of  the 
defendants  not  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  veterinary 
-recipes  or  medicines  not  of  plaintiffs'  manufacture  in  the 
name  of  "  Freeman  "  or  "  Freeman's  "  except  as  J.  &  E. 
Freeman,  Ltd.,  and  to  make  a  payment  towards  the  costs 
of  the  plaintiffs.  Any  imputation  mado  by  the  plaintiffs 
against  the  defendants,  or  believed  to  have  been  so  made, 
-was  unreservedly  withdrawn.  His  Lordship  approved  the 
•settlement. 

B.  (W.ft..  Conspiracy.— An  important  judgment  occupying 
™e£  ?-ur  hours  in  doliv«ry  *as  given  by  Mr.  Justice 
McCardie  in  tho  King's  Bench  Division  on  October  15  in 
an  action  in  which  Dr.  Ernest  Camden  Pratt,  Dr.  David 
Holmes,  Dr.  Andrew  St.  Lawrance-Burke,  and  Dr.  Charles 
Hodge  Cairns  (since  dead),  of  Coventry,  claimed  damages 
.for  alleged  conspiracy  to  injure  them  in  their  profession, 
and  to  libel  and  slander  them,  and  also  for  libel  and  slander 
>see *  C  &  D.,  August  3,  p.  37).  The  defendants  were  the 
-British  Medical  Association,  Dr.  Lowman,  Dr.  Pickup  Dr. 
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Orion,  and  Dr.  Webb  Fowler,  members  of  the  Coventry 
Division  of  the  British  Medical  Association.  Tho  alleged 
libels  charged  the  plaintiffs  with  conduct  detrimental  to  the 
honour  and  interests  of  the  profession  in  carrying  on  a 
dispensary  in  Coventry.  Tho  defendants  pleaded  that  the 
occasion  was  privileged.  Mr.  Justice  McCardie  said  the  oaso 
was  a  difficult  one.  It  raised  far-reaching  points  of  law, 
and  touched  questions  of  deep  concern  to  the  medical  profes- 
sion. It  was  also  a  painful  case.  His  profound  regard  for 
tho  medical  profession  had  greatly  increased  the  burden 
of  his  duty.  In  his  view  the  plaintiffs  were  boycotted, 
punished,  and  pecuniarily  damaged  without  just  cause  in 
law.  The  assertion  that  tho  plaintiffs  had  been  guilty  of 
conduct  against  the  honour  of  the  profession  could  not, 
in  his  view,  be  supported.  He  felt  compelled  with  the 
deepest  reluctance  to  com©  to  the  conclusion  that  tho 
plaintiffs  had  established  actual  malice  against  tho  defend- 
ants, and  he  awarded  the  following  damages  for  unlawful 
molestation :  To  Dr.  Burke,  1,000?.  ;  to  Dr.  Holmes,  700?.  ; 
and  to  Dr.  Pratt,  700/.  With  regard  to  the  various  claims 
for  defamation,  ho  awarded  to  Dr.  Burke  420?.,  to  Dr.  Pratt 
630?.,  and  to  Dr.  Holmes  360?.  Plaintiffs  must  have  tho 
costs  of  the  action,  save  in  so  far  as  any  costs  arising  on 
issues  in  which  they  had  failed.  In  the  course  of  his  judg- 
ment his  Lordship  said  the  British  Medical  Association 
might  exercise  a  great  and  beneficent  influence  in  moulding- 
public  opinion,  but  tho  Association  could  gain  nothing  in 
the  end  by  methods  of  oppression. 


Bankruptcy  Report. 


Re  British  Salicylates,  ltd.,  90-92  Banner  ;  Street,  St. 
Luke's,  London,  E.C. — Tho  statutory  first  meetings  of  the 
creditors  and  shareholders  'were  held  on  October  16  at  tho 
Carey  Street  offices  of  the  Board,  of  Trade,  Lincobi's  Inn. 
London,  W.C.  The  accounts  filed  under  the  liquidation 
show  .gross  liabilities  7,059?.  9s.  9d.  (unsecured,  6,898/.  5s.  5d.), 
assets  valued  at  363?.,  and  a  deficiency  of  8,684/.  9s.  9r7.  in 
regard  to  contributories.  The  Official  Receiver  reported 
that  the  company  was  formed  as  a  private  company  in 
October  1915,  with  a  nominal  capital  of  2,200?.,  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  manufacturing  chemists,  and  particularly 
the  manufacture  of  salicylic  acid.  The  promoters  were 
Count  Michael  Callimachi  and  Mr.  John  Hubert  Dormer. 
Count  Callimachi  contracted  to  place  at  tho  disposal  of  tho 
company  certain  plans  and  specifications  which  he  had 
prepared  for  the  manufacture  of  salicylic  acid,  erect  within 
three  months  certain  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  tho 
acid,  and;  hand  over  to  tho  company  the  right  to  take 
factory  premises  at  90-92  Banner  Street  on  a  lease  .  at  a 
yearly  rental  of  250?.  The  consideration  to  be  paid  by 
tho  company  was  1,200?.  in  shares.  The  plant  was  fitted 
by.  February  1916, .  and  the  officers  of  the  company  having 
stated  that  the  demonstrations  had  proved  successful,  the 
manufacture  of  the  acid  for  business  purposes  was  started 
in  April  1916.  Contracts  to  supply  the  acid  were  entered 
into,  and  a  considerable-  quantity  of  it  was  sold.  In  June 
1916  a  dispute  arose  with  one  of  the  purchasers  as  to  the 
quality  of  the  acid,  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  arbitra- 
tion. The  award  was,  however,  given  against  the  company, 
with  the  result  that  a  very  large  quantity  of  the  acid  sup- 
plied had  to  be  exchanged.  In  April  1917  it  was  necessary 
to  replace  some  of  the  plant  fitted  by  Count  Callimachi. 
Meetings  of  the  shareholders  were  held  and  special  resolu- 
tions passed  approving  the  borrowing  of  4,000/.  as  a  special 
loan  ;  the  4,000?.  was  borrowed  on  various  dates,  and  fresh 
plant  was  fitted  at  a  cost  of  1,360?.  The  business  had  been 
carried  on  at  a  loss  throughout,  the  accounts  showing  a 
total  loss  of  6,368/.,  including  the  value  of  the  plant  pur- 
chased from  Count  Callimachi,  which  had  been  scrapped. 
On  the  date  of  the  winding-up  order  most  of  the  company's 
plant  was  sold  by  auction  under  an  execution  by  a  creditor 
claiming  112?.  The  failure  of  the  'Company  was  attributed 
by  the  late  secretary  to  want  of  working  capital,  the  amount 
subscribed  for  shares  being  inadequate  to  purchase  the 
plant  necessary  to  produce  salicylic  acid  in  sufficient  quan- 
tities to  enable  the  company  to  dispose  of  it  at  competitive 
prices.  Resolutions  wero  passed  at  both  meetings  for  the 
liquidation  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver. 
Among  the  creditors  are  the  following :  Barrett  &  Elers. 
Ltd.,  63?.  ;  British  Oxygen  Co.,  Ltd.,  25/.  ;  Vacuum  Oil 
Co.,  Ltd.,  15?.;  Spencer,  Chapman  &  Messel  Ltd.,  10/.; 
Allen  &  Hanburvs,  Ltd.,  527?.;  W.  R.  Dodd  (Exors.  of), 
724?.

returned  (two  were  spoiled).  In  addition,  five  papers  were 
received  too  late. 

Tli.e  President  declared  the  first  seven  to  be  duly  elected. 

The  President's  Address. 

The  President  said  that  in  this  his  first  address  to  the 
Society  he  was  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that,  notwith- 
standing the  adverse  conditions  under  which  they  had 
suffered  owing  to  the  continuation  of  the  war,  the  Society 
has  prospered.  There  are  in  Ireland  1,068  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  being  an  increase  of  17  over  last  year,  and  205 
pharmaceutical  assistants,  an  increase  of  14.  Chemists  and 
druggists  in  1918,  89,  a  decrease  of  5  ;  registered  druggists. 
639,  an  increase  of  12 ;  making  a  total  of  2,001,  an  increase 
of  38  over  the  numbers  last  year.  Of  subscribers  (members 
and  associate  druggists)  there  is  a  total  of  451,  an  increase 
of  51.  The  President  then  referred  to  those  members  who 
have  died  during  the  past  year. 

Examination  Statistics. 

In  Preliminary  examinations  there  were  in  1918,  117 
candidates,  being  an  increase  of  6,  and  63  were  rejected; 
54  passed.  On  certificates  from  other  bodies  31  passed, 
making  a  total  of  85,  a  decrease  of  22  as  compared  with  last 
year.  Five  Preliminary  candidates,  as  against  one  last 
year,  passed  with  honours. 

In  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence  examinations  there  were 
108  candidates,  an  increase  of  10,  and  52  passed,  19  with 
honours. 

A  seat  on 'the  Council  having  become  vacant  through  the 
death  of  Mr.  Bowden,  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Digges,  M.P.S.I.,  was 
co-opted  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Prosecutions. 

The  Law  Committee  had  been  very  active  in  prosecuting 
offenders  against  the  pharmacy  laws,  chiefly  in  regard  to 
the  sale  of  poisons,  with  great  success  as  regards  convic- 
tions, but  not  financially.  At  the  best  the  fines  and  costs 
recovered  did  not  cover  the  expenses  incurred,  as  the  hnes 
were  liable  to  be  reduced  by  the  Lord-Lieutenant.  For 
instance,  in  one  case  the  fines  alone  amounted  to  60/.  15*., 
but  on  memorials  having  been  sent  to  the  Lord-Lieutenanx 
'  they  were  reduced  to  31/. 

The  Schools. 

Professor  Brownlee,  B.Sc,  having  resigned,  Professor 
Harold  Norminton,  M.Sc,  was  appointed  to  conduct  both 
the  theoretical  and  practical  chemistry  classes.  Mr.  P. 
O'Connor  continues  to  conduct  the  botany  classes,  and  the 
materia  medica  class  has  been  carried  on  temporarily  by 
Mr.  W.  H.  Ashmore,  M.P.S.I.,  during  the  absence  of  Dr. 


Mather  Thompson  at  Salonika.  Dr,  Thompson  *  having 
recently  resigned,  Mr.  Ashmore  has  been  settled  in  the 
position.  No  prizes  were  awarded  in  either  the  theoretical 
chemistry  or  practical  chemistry  classes  during  the  past 
year:  •         .

In  the  materia  medica  class  first  prizes  were  awarded 
to  F.  M.  McNulty,  Cecil  F.  Boyers,  and  D.  J.  Paterson. 
J.  J.  Cooney,  F.  W.  Buchanan,  and  D.  C.  Slattery  were 
awarded  second  prizes. 

In  the  botany  class  first  prizes  were  awarded  to  R.  M.  ' 
Thou,  E.  F.  Gilmartin,  and  W.  P.  Shiel ;  second  prizes  to 
J.  M.  Wadsworth,  C.  F.  Boyers,  and  D.  C.  Slattery. 

Recognition  of  Pharmacists. 
During  the  year  the  Council  has  continued  to  push  the 
claims  of  Irish  pharmacists  for  recognition  of  their  services* 
in  the  Army.  So  far,  continued  the  President,  our  efforts- 
have  not  been  crowned  with  success.  We  have  been  in. 
correspondence  with,  the  authorities,  and  we  are  hopeful 
that  our  claims  when  duly  considered  will  receive  the  re- 
cognition which  they  deserve.  Our  object  has  been  to  secure 
that  every  pharmacist  who  enters  the  Army  shall  be  em- 
ployed as  a  pharmacist.  Cases  have  been  known  where 
pharmacists  have  been  put  to  perform  duties  foreign,  to, 
their  special  training,  and  often  of  a  menial  nature.  At 
present  the  position  of  pharmaceutical  service  with  the 
British  Army  is  somewhat  complicated  by  its  relation  to 
medicine.  He  would  like  to  see  a  system  adopted  similar 
to  that  which  obtains'  in  the  French  Army.  (Hear,  hear.) 
After  the  war  great  changes  are  sure  to  take  place  which 
may  alter  the  present  -conditions  of  pharmacy.  The 
Ministry  '  of  Labour  have  already  set  up  Committees  to 
consider  the  position  of  various  trades,  including  one  deal- 
ing with  the  question  of  pharmacy.  The  object  is  to  train 
disabled  soldiers.  Whether  this  will  affect  our  educational 
system  in  Ireland  he  could  not  say. 

The  Apprentice  System. 
Touching,  education,  he  expressed  the  opinion  that  appren- 
tices do  not  in  many  oases  receive  the  personal  attention  in 
training  to  which  they  are  entitled.  (Hear,  hear.), 
During  the  many  years  in  which  he  had  had  the  privilege 
of  observing  examinations,  especially  in  the  department  of 
pharmacy,  it  has  seemed  to  him  that  the  training  receiveef 
in  that  subject  is  not  in  a  great  many  cases  what  one  would 
have  expected.  Another  peculiarity  which  he  had  observed 
is  the  number  of  certificates  put  in  on  behalf  of  one  candi- 
date in  order  to  make  up  the  four  years  required.  The 
period  of  apprenticeship  frequently  runs  from  two  to  three- 
years,  the  remainder  being  made  up  of  shorter  periods  in 
the  capacity  of  .assistant.  Would  it  not  be  possible  to 
arrange  apprenticeships  on  some  uniform  basis,  thereby 
tending  to  improve  efficiency  ?  Another  point  which  is  often 
overlooked  is  that  apprentices  should  be  required  to  pas© 
the  Preliminary  examination  of  the  Society  or  its  equiva- 
lent prior  to  commencing  their  term.  This  omission  places 
apprentices  at  considerable  disadvantage.  They_  have  to 
devote  much  of  their  time  to  Preliminary  studies  which 
ought  to  be  more  usefully  devoted  to  pharmaceutical  study. 
More  Members  Wanted. 
The  President  said  he  would  like  to  see  the  Society'  even, 
more  prosperous  than  it  is.  At  the  end  of  the  year  they 
had  on  the  register  2,001  names.  Deducting  from  that 
number  the  205  pharmaceutical  assistants,  they  had  a  total 
of  1,796.  The  total  number  of  subscribers  was  451.  He 
would  like  to  see  it  attain  to  1,796.  (Hear,  _  hear.)  To 
enable  the  Society  to  continue  and  enlarge  its  sphere  of 
usefulness  it  is  necessary  that  it  should  receive  the  whole- 
hearted support  of  its  licentiates.  (Hear,  hear.)  At  no 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Society  has  it  been  so  incumbent 
on  everyone  to  come  forward  and  show  interest  in 
the  working  of  the  Society.  Increased  membership  would 
tend  to  greater  efficiency.  Different  conditions  prevailed  in 
different  parts  of  the  country,  and  the  Council  would  wel- 
come suggestions  for  the  welfare  of  the  Society.  He  was 
glad  to  find  that  their  friends  in  Ulster  had  come  forward 
during  the  year  in  considerable  numbers,  thus  indioating 
an  awakening  in  that  province.  This  was  due  to  the  in- 
fluence of  Mr.  Tate.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  hoped  the  example 
of  the  North  would  be  followed  by  the  other  provinces.  It 
would  be  in  the  interest  of  all  to  do  so,  and  m  return  the 
Council  would  protect  those  members.  Members  were 
supplied  with  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  the  annual 
Diary,  and  Calendar  of  the  Society,  and  these  alone  are 
worth  the  subscriptions.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  President 
acknowledged  his  indebtedness  to  the  Society's  Registrar, 
Mr.  Perrall,  .who  is  at  all  times  ready  and  willing  to 
render  assistance  and  advice.  (Applause.) 

The  financial  statement  for  the  year  . was  submitted  by  Ur. 
WALSH  and  after  some  friendly  criticism  it  was  adopted. 
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Mr.  W.  B.  Conyngham  said  that  the  Society  should  not 
relax  its  efforts  for  tho  raising  of  the  status  of  pharmacists 
in  the  Army ;  and  also  urged  the  necessity  for  the  better 
education  of  apprentices. 

Mr.  Gibson  complained  that  the  candidate  from  the 
North  who  had  been  put  forward  for  the  Council  should 
have  been  defeated.  The  druggists  claimed  that  they  are 
■  entitled  to  better  representation.  '* 

Mr.  Hanna  regretted  that  he  heard  no  suggestion  for  a 
plan  by  which  the  members  of  the  Society  might  be  brought 
together  more  frequently  in  friendly  intercourse. 

Mr.  Watson  said  that  the  Ulster  members  had  done 
their  best  to  oust  the  four  Dublin  members  of  the  Council 
by  putting  forward  six  candidates  for  the  seven  vacant 
places.  Only  35  out  of  638  druggists  subscribed  to  the 
Society. 

Mr.  Lancashire  returned  thanks  to  those  who  voted  for 
him,  but  he  thought  that  they  in  the  North  should  have 
received  better  representation  on  the  Council  than  they  got. 

Mr.  Suffern,  one  of  the  defeated  candidates,  and  other 
members  having  spoken,  Mr.  W.  B.  Conyngham  proposed 
a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President,  which  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  AsiiMO-ke,  and  the  proceedings  terminated.

— Seaman  William  Thomas  Lamb,  R.N.A.S.B.R., 
has  died  at  Plymouth  of  pneumonia,  aged  twenty-four.

Leeds), 
and  eldest  grandson  of  the  late  Mr.  Richards  Reynolds, 
Ph.C.  His  father,  who  died  in  1907,  is  remembered  by 
readers^  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  as  the  brilliant 
cartoonist  whose  sketches  were  a  feature  of  the  paper  for 
twenty-four  years.

The  Government's  Economic  Policy. 
As  soon  as  Parliament  reassembled  on  October  15,  writes? 
our  Parliamentary  correspondent,  steps  were  taken  by  Sir 
Edward  Car-son,  M.P.,  and  also  by  •  Mr.  G.  Terrell, 
M.P.,  the  Chairman  of  the  National  Union  or! 
Manufacturers,  to  question  the  Government  as  to  the 
probable  date  of  their  promised  statement  on  economic 
policy  and  the  Paris  resolutions.  It  is  regarded  as  quite1 
unlikely  that  the  Ministerial  Imports  and  Exports  (Tem  - 
porary  Restriction)  Bill  will  be  reintroduced  during  the 
present  Parliament. 

Dentists  Acts  Inquiry. 
Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  learns  upon  good  autho- 
rity that  since  the  adjournment  of  Parliament  in  August  last 
practically  no  progress  has  been  made  with  the  inquiry 
by  the  Privy  Council  Departmental  Committee* into  the  posi- 
tion of  unregistered  dentists  and  other  questions  closely, 
allied  with  the  welfare  of  the  profession.  It  is  understood., 
however,  that  the  draft  report  of  the  Chairman  (Mi\  F.  D. 
Acland,  M.P.)  is  now  in  course  of  preparation,  and  will  bo- 
submitted  to  a  meeting  of  his  colleagues  on  the  last  day 
of  the  present  month. 

Punishing  German  Brutes. 
In  the  course  of  a  reply  to  a  discussion  in  the  House  of' 
Lords  on  October  16  regarding  the  brutalities  which  Germans 
are  practising  on  prisoners  of  war,  Lord  Newton,  Assistant 
Under-Secretary  of  State,  said  a  careful  list  of  offenders 
has  been  kept  over  since  the  beginning  of  the  war  relating 
to  the  conduct  of  all  German  commandants  and  those  who 
have  anything  to  do  with  the  management  of  the  prisoners' 
camps.  In  this  list  there  are  a  certain  number  of  men 
against  whom  nothing"  could  be  said,  but  there  aro  a  large 
number  against  whom  a  very  great  deal  could  be  said, 
and  he  sincerely  hoped  that  these  men  would  mot  be  allowed' 
to  escape  hut  held  personally  responsible  for  what  they  had 
done.  The  Germans  had  supplied  a  precedent.  It  was 
announced  not  long  ago  in  the  Reichstag  that  proceedings 
would  bo  taken,  and,  he  presumed,  had  been  taken  against 
the  commandants  of  prisoners'  camps  in  Rumania  in  conse- 
quence of  the  alleged  ill-treatment  of  German  prisoners. 
When  the  day  of  reckoning  arrived  he  certainly  hoped  that 
these  men,  whose  actions  are  well  known,  would  bo  made- 
to  pay  the  penalty  for  the  sufferings  they  had  inflicted  om 
British  prisoners  during  the  last  four  years.

The  President 

in  his  address  to  the  Leeds  Association  was 
extremely  vague-  on  all  the  subjects  he  dealt  with.  As  re- 
gards some  of  them  there  may  have  been  good  reason  why 
he  should  be  so,  but  this  can  hardly  be  said  of  the  Qualify- 
ing examination.  What  is  meant  by  the  promise  to  make 
it  as  "reasonable  and  adaptable  as  possible"?  It  may 
'be  much  or  little,  but  in  itself  the  phrase  suggests  nothing, 
unless  it  be  that  Mr.  Currie  thinks  it  possible  to  be  too- 
reasonable.  "Adaptable"  is  a  blessed  word,  but  it  com- 
mits a  man  to  nothing  :  to  be  capable  of  modification  to 
new  conditions  does  not  necessarily  imply  modification 
when  the  occasion  arises.  Mr.  Currie  admitted  that  he  is 
not  so  free  to  speak  now  as  when  he  last  visited  Leeds; 
.still,  he  might  well  have  spoken  more  freely  than  he  did. 
He  went,  indeed,  a  little  too  far  when  he  claimed  vigilance 
for  the  Council  in  a  matter  forced  on  .their  attention  by 
the  Liverpool  Association,  but  we  may  thank  him  for  the 
confession  that  it  is  only  pressure  from  outside  that  has 
awakened  the  Council  to  the  necessity  for  reorganisation. 
Mr.  Sargeant  was  equally  frank  when  he  said  that  nobody 
but  backwoodsmen  appreciate  the  Local  Associations 
Executive.    Truth  will  out ! 

So  our  Dispensing-fee  for  ioiq 

is,  in  the  old  contemptuous 
phrase,  "not  worth  a  groat"! — working  out  all  round, 
as  a  friend  calculates,  at  3.72^.,  against  a  virtual  Ad.  in 
1913.  We  are  selling  our  "wit"  (knowledge  and  skill) 
even  worse  than  poox  Robert  Greene,  whose  famous 
"tract,  "A  Croat's  worth  of  Wit  bought  with  a  Million 
of  Repentaunce  ' '  our  bargain  recalls. 

The  War  , 

has  been  made  responsible  for  many  injustices  which 
are  not  really  chargeable  upon  it — has,  that  is,  often  been 
alleged  as  a  reason  when  in  fact  it  was  not  one.  The 
reply  of  the  Commissioners  to  our  demand  for  increased 
remuneration  as  Insurance  dispensers  is  a  case  in  point. 
Whether  this  reply  is  due  to  a  faulty  presentation  of  our 
case  or  not  (Mr.  Sargeant's  remarks  at  Leeds  suggest  that 
it  may  be),  it'  is  manifestly  unjust  to  assume,  as  the  Com- 
missioners do,  that  apart  from  war  conditions  our  present 
pay  is  adequate,  and  that  it  cannot  be  so  raised  as  to 
satisfy  us  without  changing  the  basis  of  payment.  An 
increase  of  the  dispensing-fee  .sufficient  to  meet  our  just 
demands  requires  no  such  change,  and  to  presume  that 
it  does  is  to  ride  off  on  a  side  issue,  unless  the  change  of 
base  was  asked  for.  If  it  was,  we  have  again  been  let 
down  by  our  representatives ;  if  it  was  not,  why  is  the 
impossibility  of  the  change  brought  forward  as  accounting 
for  the  inadequate  advance  allowed  us  ? 

The  Two  Treatises  on  Advertising 

which  appeared  in  last  week's 
C.  <£•  D.  differ  a  good  deal  in  tone,  and  I  am  not  sure  that 
they  are  reconcilable  with  each  other.  That  we  should 
advertise — that  is,  make  as  widely  known  as  possible — ■ 
the  true  nature  and  importance  of  pur  calling  nobody 
will  deny,  nor  would  it  be  easy  to  suggest  a  better  way  of 
doing  this  than  that  advocated  in  the  Sheffield  address. 
In  the  past  we  have  been  too  modest,  or  too  indifferent, 
in  this  respect,  and  the  result  is  seen  in  the  treatment 
we  receive  from  Government  Departments,  Military 
Tribunals,  and  others.  The  pamphlet  drafted  for  us  by 
Mr.  Woolley  is  admirably  adapted  to  its  purpose  ;  it  hits 
the  nail  on  the  head  every  time,  and  leaves  nothing 
unsaid.  The  section  on  the  "  Romance  of  Popular 
Remedies "  might  if  necessary  have  been  greatly 
expanded,  as  might  also  that  on  the  "  Discoveries 
of  Chemists."  Besides  Davy,  there  are  a  good 
many  British  chemists  of  eminence  who  were  led  into 
chemistry  through  pharmacy,  and  whose  names  deserve 
to  be  kept  before  us  as  exemplars  as  well  as  recommenders 
of  our  craft.    I  am,  however,  doubtful  how  far  the  arts

favoured  by  Mr.  Nathan,  if  pushed  to  an  extreme,  would 
recommend  it.  I  should  say  that  the  higher  we  class 
ourselves,  the  nearer  we  approach  to  the  professional 
standard,  the  less  we  should  think  of  personal  advertise- 
ment as  such. 

The  Article  on  Caraway 

;  In  "  Pharmacographia,"  to  which  you 

referred  the  other  week,  makes  no  mention  of  the  use  of 
this  seed  in  England  in  the  fourteenth  century,  except 

I  in  cookery,  but  it  was  evidently  well  established  in 
medical  practice  here  at  that  time,  for  it  occurs  two  or 
three  times  in  Henslowe's  '  Medical  Works  of  the  14th 
Century,"  along  with' fennel,  smallage,  and  other  ingre- 
dients, in  recipes  for  the  stone,  and  it  figures  in  the  con- 
temporary "  Breviarium  Bartholomei  "  (so  called  by  the 
author  in  honour  of  St.  Bartholomew's,  of  which  he  was 
an  inmate)  as  Cctreo-s,  i.  C'arui.  Jn  the  "  Alphita " 
Glossary  of  the  next  century  carui  is  still  given  as  its 
English  name,  though  in  the  recipes  just  referred  to  it 
appears  as  "  carewey  "  and  "careawey."  Lyte  says  that 
in  his  time  it  was  "  sowen  in  gardens  "  in  this  country, 
but  Gerard  does  not  appear  to  have  seen  it  growing  in 
England. 
Damascus, 

now  in  British  hands,  is  said  to  be  the  oldest  city 
in  the  world.  Josephus  records  that  it  was  built  by  Uz, 
the  grandson  of  Shem,  and  it  is  mentioned  in  Genesis  xv. 
as  the  native  place  of  Abraham's  steward,  Eliezer.  From 
the  earliest  times  it  has  been  a  place  of  great  importance 
both  poetically  and  commercially.  Readers  of  Elroy 
Flecker's  magnificent  poem  "The  Gates  of  Damascus," 
|  in  which  the  caravan  routes  radiating  from  the  city  are 
;  in  turn  described,  cannot  hear  of  its  falling  into  our  hands 
without  a  thrill  of  peculiar  interest.  Steel,  '  silk,  and 
especially  fine  figured  work  in  steel  and  other  metals,_  and 
in  silks  and  cloths,  were  its  chief  products  in  ancient  times. 
From  Damascus,  too,  come  our  damsons,  and,  what  is  of. 
particular  interest  to  pharmacists,  the  damask  roses  from 
'■  which  the  favourite  rose-water  and  the  cosmetic  damask 
powder  were  made.  They  had  a  peculiar  musky  smell 
which  made  them  most  acceptable  for  perfumery,  and 
they>  were  credited  with  greater  laxative  virtue  than  other 
roses,  and  were  therefore  preferred  for  several  pharmaceu- 
tical purposes.  The  identity  of  the  damask  rose  has  been 
disputed  ;  the  latest  theory  seems  to  be  that  it  was  Rosa 
Gcrilica-  var.  damascena.  Its  colour  was  between  red  and 
white,  says  Lyte,  who  adds  that  the  Rosa  damascena  of 
Italy  was  the  Rosa  alba  of  England  and  the  Rose  blanche 
of  France.  Shakespeare  implies  its  mixture  of  colour  when 
he  speaks  in  his  sonnets  of  cheeks  "damasked  red  and 
white,"  and  in  "Love's  Labour's  Lost"  of  "the  sweet 
commixture"  of  colour  in  them. 

The  Onion,  like  the  Leek  and  Garlic, 

has  always  been 
credited  with  alexipharmic  and  prophylactic  properties. 
I  have  remarked  before  now  upon  the  tradition  (well 
authenticated)  that  the  neighbourhood  of  Garlick  Hill, 
then  largely  populated  by  garlic-eating  Italians,  was 
exempt  from  the  Great  Plague  of  London.  The  onion  is 
now  asserted  to  be  a  preventive  of  influenza,  and  although 
the  present  epidemic  comes  to  us  from  Spain,  where,  as 
in  Italy,  garlic  is  an  almost  universal  article  of  food, 
there  may  possibly  be  some  foundation  for  the  belief. 
The  long  persistence  in  all  countries  of  the  notion  that 
these  vegetables,  so  similar  in  their  properties,  were  all 
"good  against  poisons"  (especially  animal  poisons),  foul 
■  air,  infected  water,  and  other  sources  of  epidemic  dis- 
orders, is  at  least  reason  enough  for  inquiry.  Perhaps  the 
sulphur  present  In  onions  may  have  some  virtue  of  the 
kind  indicated.  In  ancient  times  this  bulb  received  divine 
honours,  the  leek  was  of  such  importance  to  our  Saxon 
forefathers  that  gardeners  were  called  leek-wards,  and 
a  common  name  for  garlic  in  England  was  Poor  Man's 
Treacle.

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Editorial  Articles. 


The  Sale  of  Clinical  Thermometers. 

Six  Weeks  Ago  we  mentioned  that  it  would  shortly 
be  made  compulsory  that  every  clinical  thermometer  sold 
should  have  passed  the  test  of  the  National  Physical 
Laboratory.    The  Clinical  Thermometer  Order  carrying 
out    this     matter    was    published     in    the  "London 
Gazette  "   on  October  11  and  is  printed   elsewhere  m 
this  issue.    At  once  we  obtained  an  interview  with  the 
Controller   of  Glassware  Supply  and  received  informa- 
tion, as  to  the  reasons  for  issuing  the  Order  under  the 
Defence  of  ;  the  Realm  Regulations.    It  is  fairly  well 
known  that   in  consequence  of  the  action  of  the  War 
Office  in  commandeering  the  best  clinical  thermometers  at 
a   fixed    price    there    has    been    a    shortage    of  these 
instruments  for  sale  by  chemists  to   the  public.  The 
War  Office  had  been  accustomed  to  send  their  supplies 
to  the    National     Physical    Laboratory,    and    it  was 
arranged   with   the  manufacturers  that   those  thermo- 
meters which  did  not  pass  the   official  test  should  be 
broken.    This  did  not,  however,  prevent  cheap  clinical 
thermometers  made  by  "garret"  workers,  and  often  of 
inferior  quality,  from  being  sold.    The  prices  obtained 
for  these  were  much  higher  than  the  Government  was 
paying  for  the  clinicals  of  first-class  workmanship,  and 
in  the  interests  both  of  the  public  and  of  the  manufac- 
turers it  was  desirable  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  end 
the  anomaly.    It  has,   however,  taken  the  Government 
four  years  to  devise  a  remedy  and  then  to  issue  an  Order 
which    fixes    an   absurdly  short   time    for  compliance. 
It  is  distinctly  unfair  to  chemists  to  subject  them  to 
heavy    penalties    for    non-compliance    with    an  Order 
which  few  will  have  heard  of  until  this  issue  of  The 
Chemist  and   Druggist  reaches  them.      The  previous 
warning  was  of  such  a  general  character  that  no  one  ex- 
pected that  a  few  days  only  would  be  allowed  to  arrange 
for   supplies    of   stamped   instruments      The  National 
Physical    Laboratory    formerly    issued    certificates  for 
batches  of  clinicals  after  testing  a  certain  percentage  of 
those  sent'  in  by  a  manufacturer,  but  lately  individual 
thermometers  have  been  tested  and  stamped.    We  know 
also   that  the  Department  has  recently  been  enlarged, 
but  we  question  whether  it  can  undertake  the  testing 
and  marking  in  a  few  days  of  the  thousands  of  thermo- 
meters in  chemists'    stoc'ks.    One   of    our  subscribers 
informed   us  that  he  has  about  3,000  clinical  thermo- 
meters in  stock,  and  he  is  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  do 
in   the    long  interval  which  must  elapse  between  de- 
spatching the  thermometers   and   receiving   them  back 
from  the  Laboratory.    This  ridiculous  position  of  being 
unable  to  supply  thermometers  to  the  public  is  the  result 
of    the  thoughtless  method   which  nowadays  emanates 
from  Government  clerks  who  have  little  or  no  acquaint- 
ance with  business  organisation.    The  charge  that  is  to 
be  made  for  marking  and  numbering  the  clinical  ther- 
mometers is  in  our  opinion  excessive.    This  charge,  and 
the  extra  remuneration  which  will    be   needed  by  the 
workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture,  will  lead  to  a 
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greatly  enhanced  price  for  these  instruments  by  the 
time  they  reach  the  public.  We  understand  that  the 
makers  of  the  thermometers  will  in  some  cases  be  glad  to 
undertake  to  have  those  purchased  from  them  submitted 
to  the  National  Physical  Laboratory,  but  most  manufac- 
turers prefer  that  chemists  should  send  direct  to  the 
Laboratory.  Meantime  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  informs  us  that  the  Controller 
of  Glassware  Supply  has  extended  until  November  21  the 
time  during  which  uncertified  thermometers  may  be 
■sold,  and  has  also  extended  the  period  during  which  the 
larger  error  will  be  allowed  for  those  thermometers  re- 
ceived on  or  before  November  21.  The  concession  is  not 
nearly  liberal  enough,  but  chemists  will  doubtless  do 
their  best  to  comply  with  the  Order.  For  the  benefit  of 
exporters  it  may  be  mentioned  that  similar  regulations 
-are  contemplated  in  France  and  the  United  States,  but  it 
is  obvious  that  after  the  war,  if  the  Order  is  made  per- 
manent, the  Hun  will  have  a  great  advantage  in  export 
trade  owing  to  the  heavy  handicap  of  price  which  will  be 
imposed  on  our  export  merchants. 


Australian  Import  Trade. 

In  our  issue  of  October  5  we  called  attention  to  some  of 
the  sa'lient  facts  regarding  the  import  trade  of  the  Austra- 
lian Commonwealth  during  the  war,  and  since  then  supple- 
mentary information  has  come  to  hand  in  a  report 
compiled  by  Mr.  G.  T.  Milne,  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner, 
who  gives  a  general  survey  of  commerce  last  year  and 
enumerates  many  changes  which  have  been  brought  about 
on  the  other  side  of  the  world  as  a  result  .of  the  war. 
In  spite  of  many  drawbacks,  chief  of  which  has  been  the 
shipping  difficulty,  the  Commonwealth  has  enjoyed  an 
era  of  prosperity  during  the  war,  as  indicated  by  the 
largely  increased  bank  clearings  and  deposits  in  the 
savings  banks.  There  is  considerable  evidence  to  show 
that  Australia  is  taking  a  more  independent  attitude  in 
regard  to  manufacturing  as  the  war  has  thrown  her  back 
on  her  own  natural  resources  more  than  ever,  and  this 
has  led  to  largely  increased  local  production  in  several 
industries.  The  United  States  and  Germany  prior  to  the 
war  were  the  chief  competitors  of  this  country  in  Aus- 
tralian import  trade.  Japan  has,  however,  taken  the  place 
of  Germany  and  has  benefited  more  than '  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States.  Mr.  Milne's  report,  however, 
indicates  that  complaints  are  numerous  as  to  the  unsatis- 
factory character  of  many  Japanese  ■goods  and  to  Japanese 
conditions  generally.  Importers  express  their  readiness 
to  revert  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  their  source  of  supply 
when  conditions  permit ;  but  home  manufacturers  should 
not  rely  too  much  on  expressions  of  this  kind,  as  the 
Japanese  makers  are  well  informed  of  the  criticism  of 
their  products  and  are  making  efforts  to  meet  it.  In  the 
group  of  heavy  chemicals  the  United  States  secured  a 
larger  proportion  of  the  trade  last  year,  but  this  may 
not  be  of  a  permanent  'character,  as  direct  shipments  will 
be  resumed  from  Britain  as  soon  as  conditions  permit. 
The  imports  of  pharmaceutical  chemicals  in  1916-17 
amounted  in  value  to  1,230,000?.,  against  775,000?.  in  'he 
pre-war  vear  1913 ;  industrial  chemicals  were  valued 
at  827,000?.,  against  608,000?.;  fertilisers  1,450?.,  against 
142,000?.  ;  and  oils,  fats,  and  waxes  257,000?.,  against 
47,000?.  in  1913.  _  Among  the  imports  from  the  United 
Kingdom  in  1917  were  the  following,  the  figures  in  paren- 
thesis being  those  for  1913  :  Soda  ash.  340,000  cwt.  (188,000 
cwt.) ;  bicarbonate  of  soda,  69,800  cwt.  (77,700  cwt.) ; 
caustic  soda,  28,700  cwt..  (98,000  owt.) ;  chromate  and 
bichromate  of  soda,  6,700  cwt.  (214  cwt.) ;  tartaric  acid, 
6,065  cwt.  (4,120  cwt.);  copper  sulphate,  386  tons  (992 
tons)  ;  potash  and  sodium  cyanide,  24,180  cwt.  (33,350 
cwt.);  disinfectants,  insecticides,  etc.,  29,900  cwt. 
(30,600  cwt.);  coal-tar  dyes,  2,290  cwt.  (570  cwt.);  other 
dyestuffs,  8.400  cwt.  (5,261  cwt.)  ;  ammonium  muriate, 
1,470  cwt.  (2,100  cwt.);  saltpetre,  134  cwt.  (1,810  cwt.). 
Paints  and  varnishes  show  appreciation  in  values,  com- 
bined with  a  decrease  in  quantities.  As  an  illustration, 
the  imports  of  paints  prepared  for  use,  which  form  the 
most  important  group  in  the  class,  iwere  as  follows  :  1913, 


223,580  cwt.,  valued  at  346,844?.;  1916-17,  142,447  cwt., 
valued  at  362,941?.  Formerly  the  United  Kingdom  had 
by  far  the  largest  share  in  this  trade,  and  stilf  holds  the 
preponderant  position,  but  that  of  the  U.S.A.  is  increas- 
ing. In  the  smaller  but  relatively  important  trade  in 
dry  colours,  in  which  Germany  had  an  ,  appreciable 
share,  the  decline  in  the  imports  has  not  been  so  marked, 
and  the  United  Kingdom  continues  to  be  the  chief  source 
of  supply.  In  oils,  paints,  and  varnishes  the  local  factories 
have  not  till  recently  contributed  to  the  requirements  of 
the  market  to  the  same  extent  as  in  some  other  indus- 
tries, the  total  output  in  1915,  the  latest  year  for  which 
data  are  available,  having  been  only  173,558?.  Since  then 
•there  has,  however,  been  considerable  development  in  the 
industry.  With  the  cessation  of  hostilities  a  gradual 
extension  of  trading  with  the  United  Kingdom  may  be 
looked  for,  but  there  may  not  be  much,  indication  of  it 
during  the  remainder  of  this  year. 


Practical  Propaganda. 

The  suggestions  for  advertising  the  chemist's  business 
which  were  made  at  Sheffield  last  week  [C.  <£■  D., 
October  12,  p.  45)  have  brought  us  several  appreciative 
letters,  some  containing  new  points.  One  of  our  corre- 
spondents, whose  experience  has  been  that  newspaper 
advertising  is  the  most  valuable  form,  suggests  that 
chemists  should  combine  locally  and  pay  for  the  insertion 
of  the  wording  of  the  pamphlet  in  the  local  papers.  It 
is  further  suggested  that  a  central  advertising  fund 
might  be  established,  the  money  collected  being  used  to 
pay  for  advertising  the.  chemist's  business  in  the  great 
daily  papers  that  circulate  over  wide  areas.  The  follow- 
ing is  that  part  of  the  speech  of  Dr.  C.  Addison,  the 
Minister  of  Reconstruction,  which  might  be  employed  for 
impressing  the  public  that  the  chemist  as  the  expert  in 
dispensing  is  the  best  man  for  compounding  prescriptions  : 
The  whole  field  of  medical  science  has  so  enlarged  that, 
despite  the  increasing  length  of  the  curriculum  imposed  on 
medical  students,  the  time  spent  on  learning  anything  about 
pharmacy  is  very  small.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  The 
modern  medical  man  has  so  much  to  learn,  and  such  increas- 
ing possibility  of  utilising  that  knowledge  in  performing 
the  functions  strictly  pertaining  to  his  own  vocation,  that 
the  necessity  for  ridding  himself  of  all  extraneous  duties 
will  be  more  and  more  felt.  The  scientific  developments  of 
pharmacology  are  numerous  and  important,  but  much  of  the 
time  that  used  to  be  consumed  in  half-hearted  attempts 
to  learn  the  business  of  the  pharmacist  is  ill-spent  in  the 
modern  medical  curriculum. 

The  safety  of  the  public  is  involved  in  this  matter, 
but  it  is  better  not  to  alarm  people  unnecessarily.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris  when  President 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  dealt  effectively 
with  the  danger  to  the  public  caused  by  the  prescriber 
dispensing  his  own  medicines  or  entrusting  the  dis- 
pensing to-  an  unqualified  person.  Some  of  our  corre- 
spondents are  anxious  to  begin  the  propaganda  at  once, 
and  so  far  as  we  are  concerned  there  is  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  commenced.  The  reason  for  postponing 
the  matter  until  after  the  war  was  the  difficulty  which 
will  be  experienced  at  present  in  obtaining  supplies  of 
paper  and  restrictions  on  advertising.  If  the  enterprise  of 
chemists'  printers  or  local  printers  can  overcome  war  condi- 
tions, so  much  the  better.  We  believe  that  the  Sheffield 
Chemical  and  Pharmaceutical  Society  intend  later  on 
putting  forward  practical  suggestions  to  other  Associations. 


Aspirin  Tablets. 

Our  subscribers  should  beware  of  certain  aspirin  tablets 
which  are  being  offered  for  sale  on  a  large  scale  at  the 
present  time  not  only  to  large  retail  buyers  but  to  whole- 
sale houses.  A  sample  of  these  tablets  offered  recently  as 
containing  five  grains  of  aspirin  (acidum  acetyl-salicylicum, 
B.P.)  was  found  to  contain  only  3-^-  grains  of  aspirin,  the 
weight  being  made  up  with  French  chalk,  starch,  and 
a  reducing  sugar.  This  fraud  is  likely  to  entail 
unpleasant  consequences  to  those  who  do  not  carefully 
examine  the  tablets  offered. 
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Saccharin  Harmless, 

The  Daily  Press  alternately  publishes  statements  that 
saccharin  is  injurious  and  harmless,  and  it  must  be  diffi- 
cult for  the  public  to  know  what  to  believe.  When 
chemists  are  asked  for  an  opinion  on  this  matter, 
they  should  inform  their  inquirer  emphatically  that 
the  harmle-ssness  of  saccharin  was  proved  i.nd 
certified  thirty  years  ago.  It  is  not  necessary  to  quote 
from  medical  journals  of  to-day  to  refute  the -"old 
women"  in  chemistry  and  medicine.  "The  Lancet" 
in  1888  published  remarkable  testimonies  from  such 
authorities  as  Dr.  F.  W.  Pavy,  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson, 
Sir  T.  Lauder  Brunton,  Dr.  Macnaughton-Jones,  Mr. 
Hurry  Penwick,  and  others  which  were  to  the  effect  that 
saccharin  has  no  injurious  action  on  man. 

Overseas  Trade  in  September. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  September  show  a 
further  increase  in  the  value  of  imports  and  a  continued 
decline  in  exports.  Imports  were  valued  at  practically 
98  millions,  and  exports  (including  re-exports)  at  42 
millions.  Compared  with  September  last  year,  imports 
were  almost  llf  millions  more,  and  British  exports  were 
three  millions  less,  while  re-exports  of  colonial  and  foreign 
merchandise  were  almost  1^  millions  lpss.  Among  the 
imports,  food  and  the  like  were  up  by  10g  millions  sterling, 
raw  materials  by  673,000/.,  but  manufactured  goods  fell 
off  by  22,000/.  A  feature  was  the  rise  in  the  value  of 
imports  of  oil-seeds,  oils,  fats,' gums,  etc.,  by  4^  millions, 
the  total  imports  exceeding  -10,400,000/.  Higher  prices 
have  no  doubt  much  to  do  with  the  increased  values,  but 
as  the  quantities  imported  are  not  given,  the  published 
figures  are  practically  valueless.  Chemicals,  drugs,  and 
allied  products  were  664,000/.  more  at  3,535,000/.,  and 
here,  again,  values  play  an  important  part  in  the  increase. 
Our  exports  of  similar  goods  were  valued  at  1,759,000/., 
or  186,000/.  less.  Medicines  and  drugs,  however,  were 
almost  11,000/.  better,  the  figures  attaining  255,821/.  ;  cn  the 
nine  months'  working  we  have  exported  medicines  to  the 
value  of  2,339.000/.,  or  127,000/.  less,  which  in  view  of  the 
restricted  trading  must  be  considered  satisfactory. 

JacoD  Bell,  M  P. 

We  gather  from  the  official  organ  that  it  is  proposed  to 
publish  reprints  of  the  speech  which  Dr.  Addison,  ' the 
Minister  of  Reconstruction,  delivered  recently  at  the 
opening  of  'the  session  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  It 
would  be  as  well,  therefore,  if  some  revision  of  the  text 
took  place  before  the  speech  is  circulated.  For  instance, 
Dr.  Addison  states  : 

One  of  your  members.  Mr.  Jacob  Bell,  the  member  for 
Barnstaple,  took  an  active  part  in  framing  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  in  1868.  _ 

Jacob  Bell  was  the  well-known  Oxford  Street  chemist  to 
whom  the'  Pharmaceutical  Society  owes  much  of  its  rise 
and  progress.  It  is  hardly  too  much  to  say  that  but  for 
his  tenacity  during  the  few  years  following  the  foundation 
of  the  Society  it  would  not  have  survived.  He  did  not, 
however,  represent  Barnstaple  in  Parliament.  He  <was 
elected  member  for  St.  Albans  on  Christmas  Eve  1850, 
and  it  was  owing  to  the  unscrupulous  means  used  by  his, 
agents  to  secure  his  return  that  the  borough  was  dis- 
franchised. Mr.  Bell  was,  however,  exonerated  from 
blame,  as  it  was  contended  that  the  bribery  (by  means  of 
"Bell-metal")  took  place  without  his  knowledge.  It  was 
during  the  short  period  he  was  in  the  House  of  Commons 
that  he  succeeded  in  getting  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1852, 
passed.  Dr.  Addison  is  incorrect  in  stating  that  Mr. 
Bell  took  an  active  part  in  framing  the  Pharmacy  Act 
"in  1868,"  as  Mr.  Bell  died  of  phthisis  of  the  larynx  in 
1859.  His  influence  on  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  must 
have  been  remote,  as  that  measure  was  the  result  of  the 
amalgamation  of  two  Bills  drawn  up  by  opposing  forces 
and  modified  by  a  Select  Committee. 

War  Prices  in  Peace-time. 

The  dramatic,  developments  now  taking  place,  which  it 
is  hoped  will  bring  about  the  collapse  of  Germany,  make 
the  prospects  of  peace  and  victory  for  the  cause  of  liberty 
visibly  near.jr.    What  effect  this  will  have  on  the  chemical, 


drug,  and  produce  markets  may  not  be  apparent  for  some- 
months,  but  even  if  peace  were  declared  to-morrow  we- 
do  not  suppose  there  would  be  any  pronounced  slump  in. 
values.  It  must  be  remembered  that  four  years  of  war 
have  created  unprecedented  conditions  in  the  matter  o£ 
supplies  of  practically  all  kind's  of  produce,  and,  as  many 
imports  have  been  cut  off  and  otherwise  restricted,  the: 
conclusion  of  peace  will  find  the  markets  depleted  of 
many  items  and  values  in  consequence  at  hitherto  unheard , 
of  figures.  This  situation  has  been  taken  advantage  of 
by  merchants,  dealers,  and  brokers,  who  have  driven  up 
values  on  every  possible  occasion,  and  many  have  made 
handsome  profits  because  the  goods  cannot  be  replaced. 
It  is  argued  that  it  is  better  from  a  business  point  of 
view  to  sell,  say,  one  cwt.  of  calumba-rcot  at  the  current 
price  of  18/.  15*'.  to  19/.  per  cwt.  than,  say,  a  ton  at  the 
pre-war  figures  of  10/.  to  15/.  per  ton.  The  same  applies 
to  block  liquorice- juice,  prices  of  which  have  been  driven 
up  by  spot  holders  to  485s.  per  cwt.,  or  almost  4s.  4(7.  per 
lb.  In  the  absence  of  supplies  of  "boiled  sugar"  there 
is  a  keen  demand  for  supplies  of  block  juice  for  confec- 
tionery purposes,  and  this,  together  with  the  high  price 
ruling  in  Italy,  enables  holders  who  bought  early  in  the 
yean-  to  put  on  an  inordinate  profit  as  the  goods  cannot 
be  replaced.  Many  other  instances  could  be  adduced, 
and  in  these  circumstances  it  is  to  be  expected  that  buyers 
will  act  cautiously  and  endeavour  to  make  their  present 
stocks  of  produce  last  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
Such  market  conditions  are  unhealthy  and  a  danger  to 
the  community,  for  which  reason  a  return  to  normal  con- 
ditions of  commerce  will  be  welcome. 

Parliamentary  Representation. 

Mr.  Currie,  addressing  the  Leeds  Chemists'  Association^ 
referred  to  the  question  of  the  representation  of  pharmacy 
in  thl  House  of  Commons.  "  The  Society,"  he  said, 
"  is  not  going  to  stick  at  one  shade  of  political  opinion, 
and  must  have  all  parties  represented  on  behalf  of 
chemists."  He  also  made  the  interesting  announcement 
that  the  Parliamentary  Committee  would  be  prepared,  to 
support  Mr.  Woolcock.  It  is  difficult  to  divine  the 
meaning  of  this,  as  it  was  understood  that  Mr.  Woolcock 
was,  if  elected,  to  represent  larger  interests  than  pharmacy 
in  the  House  of  Commons.  The  medical  men  are  pushing 
their  scheme  for  representation  in  Parliament,  and  the 
curious  suggestion  is  made  by  Sir  Henry  Morris  that  there 
should  be  direct  representation  of  medical  men  in  Parlia- 
ment. We  have  heard  such  suggestions  before  from 
eminent  men,  and  have  always  thought  "that  if  they  were- 
better  acquainted  with  the  origin  of  the  liberties  of  the 
subject  in  this  country  they  would  not  advocate  such  a 
retrograde  step  as  independent  representation  in  the  House 
of  Commons  for  special  interests.  Members  can  only 
be  elected  to  represent  parliamentary  areas,  and  it  is  a. 
good  thing  that  they  should  be  made  to  show  their  fitness 
for  representing  the  people.  Any  particular  interests- 
medical  or  pharmaceutical — are  not  represented  by  the- 
election  of  members  of  Parliament,  but  are  additional 
duties  which  members  undertake  from  motives  other 
than  those  for  which  they  were  chosen  by  constituencies. 
It  is  conceivable  that  if  the  electors  knew  what  was  the 
ultimate  motive  of  the  candidate  they  would  take' 
prompt  measures  to  prevent  his  election.  This, 
is  a  point  which  should  be  borne  in  mind  when 
chemists  are  gravely  informed  by  the.  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  they  mvst  have  all 
parties  I'epresented  on  behalf  of  chemists.  _  We  see  raoj 
reason  for  dissatisfaction  with  the  work  which  Mr.  Glynj 
Jones,  who  can  only  belong  to  one  political  party,  has 
done  and  is  doing  in  the  House  of  Commons.  It  is  a  pity 
that  Irs  Ion?  experience  should  be  lost  to  us.  Would - 
it  not  be  possible  "to  get  him  to  reconsider  his  decision?

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Associations'  Winter  Session. 


C.  &  S.  Society.  — A  Committee-meeting  of  the^  Che- 
mists and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  was  held  in  the 
rooms,  11  Waring  Street;  Belfast,  on  October  9,  the  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  E.  J.  Roberts)'  in  the  chair.  The  Treasurer  (Mr. 
S.  Gibson)  reported  that  he  had  bought  War  Savings  Certi- 
ficates, according  to  instructions,  with  cash  on  hand  amount- 
ing to  301.  Mr.  R.  Courtnay,  R.D.,  Drogheda,  was  elected 
a  member;  and  a  vote  of  sympathy  was' passed  to  -  Mr. 
Suffern  on  the  death  of  his  sister.  It  was  arranged  that 
the  President's  annual  reception  be  held  en  October  30, 
and  that  Messrs.  J.  Frackelton  and  S.  Nevin  (Hon.  Secre- 
tary) make  all  the  necessary  arrangements.  Mr.  Gibson 
reported  that  he  had  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  was  present  when  the  result 
of  election  of  members  of  Council  was  declared.  He  was 
sorry  to  state  that  the  nominee  (Mr.  Suffern)  failed  to 
secure  election,  but  expressed  the  hope  that  he  would  have 
better  luck  next  time. 

_  Baling-.— A  meeting  of  the  Ealing  and  District  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  held  on  October  8,  the  President 
(Mr.  S.  McKee)  in  the  chair.  It  was  unanimously  agreed 
to  support  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  in 
the  Elliman  controversy,  and  that  members  should  discon- 
tinue the  sale  of  the  embrocation  for  the  time  being.  Mr. 
Herbert  Skinner  then  addressed  the  meeting,  his  subject 
being  The  National  Insurance  Tariff — Pact,  Present,  and 
Future,  and  in  a  rapid  survey  he  dealt  with  the  history  of 
the  Tariff,  the  discounting  clause,  and  the  commercial  Tariff, 
showing  that  as  the  Tariff  stands  at  the  present  time  the 
war  bonuses,  together  with  the  establishment-charge,  amount 
to  the  official  average  of  3.27d.  per  script.  "The  Local  Associa- 
tions Executive  have  again  rushed  towards  a  hurried  settle- 
ment, said  Mr.  Skinner,  advising  acceptance  of  the  1919 
Tariff,  and  giving  the  various  local  Pharmaceutical  Commit- 
tees ten  days  in  which  to  arrange  and  call  meetings,  discuss 
the  terms,  and  arrive  at  a  decision,  failure  to  report  being 
taken  as  a  sign  of  acceptance.  The  estimated  total  amount 
as  given  by  the  L.A.E.  takes  no  account  of  the  fact  that 
the  influenza,  epidemic  made  the  number  of  scripts  so  far 
this  year  phenomenally  high,  and  so  causes  an  inflated 
amount.  This  unsatisfactory  and  hurried  settlement  of  the 
Tariff  acceptance  constitutes  a  strong  argument  in  favour 
of  a  federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  so  that  on 
the  next  occasion  the  terms  could  be  considered  carefully 
and  discussed  conjointly.  Mr.  Skinner  concentrated  his 
points  into  a_  final  and  characteristic  slogan  :  "  Know  what 
you  are  aiming  at,  keep  it  in  mind,  and  '  don't  be  happy, 
till  you  get  it.'  "  Considerable  discussion  followed  the 
address,  and  eventually  the  following  resolution  was  passed 
unanimously  :  _  "  That  this  meeting  of  the  Ealing  and  Dis- 
trict Pharmacists'  Association  desires  to  send  to  the  Middle- 
sex Pharmaceutical  Committee  its  earnest  protest  against 
rushing  the  question  of  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Tariff  terms  for  1919,  and  asserts  its  belief  that  a  minimum 
of  sixpence  is  the  only  one  that  would  meet  the  case ;  also 
that  a  federation  of  local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  should 
be  strongly  supported."  -  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Skinner  for  his  informative  address  concluded  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

Essex.  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  County  of  Essex  Associa- 
tion of  Pharmacists  it  was  decided  that  the  contribution 
paid  to  the_  Face  Value  Committee  should  be  sent  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Benevolent  Fund.  The  report  of 
the  Organisation  Committee  was  discussed,  and  was  ad- 
journed until  the  next  meeting.  It  was  decided  to  appeal 
to  members  to  subscribe  generously  to  the  War  Auxiliary 
Benevolent  Fund. 

_  Liverpool.—  A  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  Royal  Institution  on  October  16, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Clubb,  Vice-President,  in  the  'chair.  A  letter 
was  read  from  the  President  (Mr.  W.  P.  Evans)  expressing 
the  hope  that  Mr.  Clubb  would  be  elected  President.  Mr. 
Clubb,  however,  who  has  been  Vice-President  for  three 
years,  was  unable  to  accept  the  position  owing  to  pressure 
of  business,  and  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry,  who  was  after- 
wards proposed,  pleaded  that  he  had  sufficient  in  band  in 
looking  after  the  War  Auxiliarv  Benevolent  Fund.  Atten- 
tion was  drawn  to  the  desirability  of  having  a  retail  phar- 
macist as  President,  owing  to  the  problems  of  reconstruc- 
tion which  would  have  to  be  considered.  Mr.  David  H. 
Evans,  Hon.  Secretary,  was  asked  to  accept  office,  and. 
consenting,  was  unanimously  elected.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  report  on  organisation  was  discussed.  Mr.  Clubb 
considered  that  the  scheme  proposed  would  make  confusion 
worse  confounded.  A  resolution  wag  adopted  that  the 
scheme  proposed  was  impracticable'.     Another    resolution  '

supporting  the  plan  of  a  trades  council  was  carried.  The 
panel  chemists  afterwards  met  to  consider  the  Drug  Tariff 
Terms  for  29-19.  The  meeting  refused  to  accept  the  terms 
offered,  and  suggested  as  an  alternative  a  minimum  demand 
of  an  increase  of  Id.  per  prescription.  The  report  on  the 
War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund  showed  that  nearly  300£. 
had  been  promised,  no  subscription  being  below  five 
guineas. 

London  (33.).— A  meeting  of  the  East  London  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  held  at  Limehouse  on  October  3, 
Mr.  A.  R.  Keith  (President)  in  the  chair,  when  unanimous 
assent  was  given  to  a  resolution  thanking-  Mr.  G.  W 
Hatfield  for  his  valuable  services  to  the  Association.  Mr. 

A.  T.  Styles  was  elected  to  the  County  Executive  and  Mr. 

B.  Abelsori  nominated  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Hatfield. 
Adjustments  were  made  in  the  retail  prices  of  various  com- 
modities. Mr.  C.  Goode  announced  the  probability  of  a 
slight  increase  in  Insurance  dispensing  payment  for  next 
year.'  The  meeting  endorsed  the  action  of  'th,e  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  regarding  Messrs.  Elliman,  and 

"all  present  declared  their  intention  to  discontinue  the  sale 
of  that  firm's  preparations  until  a  satisfactory  settlement 
was  effected.  The  discussion  on  territorial  representation 
was  postponed  until  next  meeting. 

Londcn  (W.).—  The  opening  meeting  of  the  session  of  tho 
North  London  Pharmacist;'  Association  was  held  on  Octo- 
ber 10  at  the  Progressive  Pharmacy  Club,  Mr.  J.  C.  Carter 
in  the  chair.  Mr.  C.  W.  Matthews  was'  appointed  to  the 
vacant  Treasurership,  and  the  subscription  was  raised  to 
.  7s.  6cZ.  A  resolution  w-as  carried  pledging  members  to  sup- 
port tho  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  in  the 
Elliman  embroglio.  The  Insurance  dispensing  terms  for 
1919  were  expounded  and  tho  matter  was  referred  to  the 
respective  County  Association  Executives.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
then  gave  an  address  on  Organisation  and  Reconstruction. 
He  said  his  ideal  is  one  powerful  national  body  to  deal 
with  every  interest  peculiar  to  pharmacists.  Organisation 
has  made  great  progress  in  pharmaceutical  _  life  of  late 
years,  and  there  is  a  danger  in  chemists  being  too  pre- 
cipitate. The  belief  in  organisation  should  not  be  frittered 
away  by  schemes  which  may  lead  to  powerful  units  but 
chaotic  forces.  There  had  been  no  confusion  on  this  point 
for  the  last  ten  years  or  so.  The  Government  knew  that 
qualified  chemists  were  represented  by  one  united  body 
when  such  questions  as  the  1907  Pharmacy  Bill,  the 
National  Insurance  Bill,  spirit  duties,  and  the  Venereal 
Disease  Bill  came  before  Parliament.  As  spokesman  _  for 
pharmacists  on  these  occasions  he  had  not  found  his  right 
challenged.  What  he  did  was  in  his  capacity  as  an  officer 
of  tho  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  forces  of  pharmacy, 
if  its  enemies  (fome  ignorant,  others  malign)  are  to  be 
defeated,  must  be  brought  and  kept  under  one  unified 
command.  After  dealing  with  the  organisation  of  the. 
Societv,  he  reiterated  the  impracticability  of  dual  control. 
The  list  of  functions  to  be  performed  by  the  Whitley 
Councils  could  not  be  carried  out  by  any  other  body  than 
tho  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Pharmacists  have  democratic 
control,  but,  if  dissatisfied,  reform  the  Society — there  is 
no  need  of  two  if  one  can  be  made  efficient.  There  are 
many  friends  of  the  Society  who  would  not  look  on  while 
efforts  are  made  to  transfer  the  functions  it  performs  or 
the  authority  it  exercises  to  another  body.  The  _  attempt 
might  succeed,  but  only  as  a  result  of  pharmaceutical  civil 
war.  Organisation  for  pharmacists  has  been  his  life's  work, 
and  he  hoped  to  use  his  present  office  for  reaWerviee  to 
pharmacy.  He  appealed  for  loyalty,  not  petulance,  en- 
couragement, not  friction,  for  suggestions,  not  bickerings, 
for  buttressing,  not  undermining,  and,  above  all,  for  the. 
sinking  of  every  personal  consideration  in  that  union  of 
purpose,  counsel,  and  activity  which  will  make  the  calling 
that  is  ours  worthy  of  being  the  life-work  of  the  -men  who 
are  at  present  engaged  in  it,  a.nd  of  thos*>  who  will  in  future 
be  entering-  its  ranks  A  discussion  followed,  in  which 
Messrs.  Skinner,  Hearle,  Lloyd,  Todd,  Skues,  and  Baloh 
offered  criticisms  and  asked  questions  on  various  points, 
to  which  Mr.  Glvn-Jon^s  replied  seriatim.  Several  samples 
of  drugs  and  chemicals  which  had  been  captured  during 
the  Hun  retreat  were  shown,  and  on  the  motion  of  the 
Chairman  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  for  his  address. 

London  (S.W.).  —  The  members  of  the  South-West 
London  Chemists'  Association  and  their  friends  were  enter- 
tained bv  the  President  (Mr.  John  Humphrey)  at  a  recep- 
tion held  at  the  Progressive  Pharmacy  Club  from  9  to 
11  p.m.  on  October  9.  An  exceptional  musical  programme 
was  contributed  bv  Mrs.  Alcywn  Harries,  Miss  Watson. 
Miss  Tressider,  Messrs.  Milner,  Blackburn,  and  A.  R. 
Keith.  Light  refreshments  were  served  during  the  even- 
ing,   while  the   Club  premises  were  thrown  open  to  the 
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visitors.  The  proceedings  closed  with  the  singing'  of 
"  Auld  Lang  Syne  "  iby  the  assembled  company,  all '  of 
whom  seemed  to  have  spent  a  most  enjoyable  evening. 

Manchester.— The  opening  meeting  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  at  65  Market  Street 
on  October  9,  Mr.  J.  H.  Nidd  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Over  fifty  members  were  present.  The  President,  in  his 
opening  remarks,  said  he  had  a  pleasant  duty  to  perform 
that  afternoon  in  presenting  to  Mr.  Harry  Kemp  an  illu- 
minated address  in  recognition  of  his  long  and  valuable 
services  to  Manchester  pharmacists.  The  President  said 
no  one  knew  better  than  he  did  the  unenviable  position 
which  -Mr.  Kemp  had  so  admirably  filled  during  the 
strenuous  years'  service  since  the  National  Insurance  Act 
was  passed.  He  had  the  honour  to  follow  him  (Mr. 
Kemp)  in  the  position  he  so  honourably  held  on  the  Man- 
chester Insurance  Committee  for  several  years,  and  he 
knew  what  a  difficult  position  it  must  have  been  in  the 
early  days  of  the  Act.  It  gave  him  very  great  pleasure 
to  present  the  illuminated  address  to  Mr.  Kemp,  and  he 
sincerely  hoped  that  he  would  enjoy  long  life,  good  health, 
and  happiness  in  his  retirement.  Mr.  W.  Kirkby,  M.Sc, 
and  Mr.  F.  W.  Bates,  J. P.,  also  bore  eloquent; ••testimony  to 
the  splendid,  service  Mr.  Kemp  has  rendered  to  pharmacy, 
and  Mr.  Kemp  feelingly  replied.  Mr.  Blain  (Librarian) 
mentioned  that  Mr.  Kemp  had  presented  to  the  Associa- 
tion a  gift  of  books  consisting  of  a  complete  series  of 
the  "Year-book  of  Pharmacy"  and  the  "Pharmaceutical 
Journal,"  which  the  President  accepted  on  behalf  of  the 
Association.  The  company  were  then  entertained  to  tea 
and  refreshments,  and  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry  (Chairman  of 
the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee)  explained  the  objects  of 
the  War  Auxiliary  Fund  and  made  an  earnest  appeal  on 
behalf  of  the  Fund,  in  which  he  was  warmly  supported 
by  Mr.  Wm.  Kirkby,  M.So,  and  Mr.  A.  Hershberg.  As 
the  result  of  the  appeal  over  400?.  was  promised.  This, 
Mr.  Parry  said,  he  was  delighted  with,  as  it  only  repre- 
sented the  sums  promised  bf  i  small  number  of  the  members 
of  the  Association.  Mr.  F.  W.  Bates,  in  a  discussion  on 
the  earlier  closing  of  chemists'  shops  on  Saturday  nights, 
dwelt  on  the  restricted  lighting  and  rationing  of  gas'and 
electricity  and  the  difficulties  arising  therefrom,  and  pro- 
posed "  That  we  close  our  establishments  on  Saturday 
nights  at  eight  o'clock  fi-om  October  19."  This  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  J.  Cleworth  and  carried  unanimously.  A 
discussion  then  ensued  regarding  Elliman's  Embrocation, 
after  which 'Mr.  Bates  proposed  "  That  we  follow  the  lead 
of  the  Proprietarv  Articles  Trade  Association,  and  that 
we  refuse  to  exhibit  or  sell  Elliman's  Embrocation  until 
such  time  ,s»s  Messrs.  Elliman  satisfy  the  officials  of  the 
P.A.T.A."  This  was  seconded  by  "Mr.  Hershberg  and 
carried  unanimously. 

Newport  (MonA-A  meeting  of  the  Newport  (Mon.) 
Pharmacists'  Association  was  herd  on  October  2,  Mr.  Benson 
Harries  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  appeal  and  Mr.  Moreton  Parry's  letter  on  behalf 
of  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund  were  read  and 
sympathetically  received.  The.  monthly  report  from  the 
Checking  Bureau  revealed  some  careless  errors  and  omis- 
sions in  pricing.  Dr.  Holland,  Principal  of  the  Newport 
Technical  Institute,  sent  a  letter  of  thanks  to  the  Secretary 
for  his  assistance  in  securing  a  teacher  of  pharmacy  (a 
member  of  the  Association  was  appointed).  The  Secretary 
of  the  Panel  Committee  communicated  the  decision  of  the 
nanel  doctors  accepting  the  proposal  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  to  substitute  din.  terebinth.,  B.P..  for  lin.  alb.. 
B.P.C.,  in  view  of  the  Food  Controller's  Order  forbidding 
the  use  of  eges  as  an  emulsifier.  A  vote  of  condolence  was 
passed  with  Mr.  Findlay.  whose  son  was  recently  reported 
missing  on  the  Western  Front.  "  Square  Topics',"  by  Mr. 
Hugo  Wolff,  was  read. 

Northampton.— The  pharmacists'  stall  conducted  by  the 
Northampton  Pharmacists'  Association  at  a  fete  in  aid  of 
the  Northamptonshire  Prisoners  of  War  Fund  realised  191?. 

Oxford.— A  meetiner  of  the  Oxford  and  District  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  on  October  9,  Mr.  John  Dolbear 
(President)  in  the  chair,  at  which  a  resolution  was  unani- 
mously passed  endorsing  the  action  taken  by  the  P.A.T.A. 
with  regard  to  the  preparations  of  Elliman,  Sons  &  Co., 
and  pledging  members  to  refrain  from  selling  the  firm's 
goods  until  the  matter  in  dispute  had  been  satisfactorily 
settled.  The  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  War  Auxiliary  Btne- 
volent  Fund  sent  out  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  letter  from  Mr.  Moreton  Parrv  were  read  and  cordially 
received.  On  &  call  for  subscriptions  by  the  President,  the 
sum  of  50?.  15s.  was  immediately  promised  bv  the  nine 
members  present,  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  H.  C.  Goodali) 
was  asked  to  approach  every  chemist  in  the  city  and  county 
to  support  the  Fund.  A  circular  from  the  Face  Values 
Committee  was  read,  and  the  meeting  expressed  its  ap- 


proval of  the  suggestion  to  transfer  the  subscriptions 
received  by  that  Committee  to  the  Benevolent  Fund. 
Reports  from  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  were  considered 
satisfactory.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Organisa- 
tion was  discussed,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  Council  of 
the  Society  should  be  elected  on  a  territorial  basis 
Circular  P.S.  53  was  read,  and  the  proposed  increase  of 
the  remuneration  in  the  dispensing-fees  for  1919  v  as  te- 
ceived  with  satisfaction.  Owing  to  the  rationing  cf  light 
and  fuel  it  was  decided  to  ask  all  chemists  to  close  at 
seven  o'clock,  excepting  Saturday,  closing  an  hour  later 
that  night. 

Progressive  Pharmacy  Club.— The  course  of  lectures 
in  business  training  was  resumed  on  October  1,  when 
"Mr.  Alec  Nathan,  managing  director  -'of  Glaxo,  delivered 
a  lecture  entitled  How  Advertising  Helps  (see  C.  £■  D., 
October  12,  p.  37).  A  1  discussion  afterwards  took 
place,  and  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded 
to  the  lecturer  for  his  paper. — The  business  lectm-e 
on  October  8  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Hugo  Wolff, 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  who  took  as  his  sub- 
ject Salesman-ship.  He  dealt  in  a  most  exhaustive  manner 
with  the  many  aspects  of  this  subject,  crowding  into  one  fas\ 
cinating  lecture  matter  that  might  well  have  been  spreadN 
over  two  or  three,  and  the  discourse  was  followed  by  a 
lively  discussion  in  which  many  of  the  audience  took  part. 
A  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer  closed  the 
proceedings. — The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Arundel 
Hotel  on  October  9,  when  the  chair  was  taken  by  the  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  Herbert  Skinner),  and  there  was  a  fair  attend- 
ance of  members.  .  A  very  satisfactory  report  on  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Club  was  presented  by  the  Hon.  Secretary, 
which  showed  a  considerable  accession  of  new  members.  This 
was  adopted,  as  was  the  equally  favourable  financial  state- 
ment for  the  year,  showing  a  fair  balance  in  hand  and  a 
reasonable  prospect  of  the  Club  being  quite  self-supporting 
in  the  immediate  future.  The  Chairman  then  addressed  the 
members  on  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Club,  with  special 
reference  -to  the  generosity  shown  by  various  donors  of 
useful  equipment.  The  election  of  the  Executive  Committee 
followed  ;  the  whole  of  the  retiring  members  were  re-elected, 
and  the  following  chosen  as  additional  members :  Messrs. 
E,  N.  Lloyd,  N.  H.  Schollar,  and  J.  E.  French,  Miss  Hodg- 
kinson,  and  Miss  Claremont.  Mr.  Humphrey  was  unani- 
mously re-elected  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  con- 
stitution and  rules,  as  recently  revised,  were  approved,  and 
discussion  followed  on  a  proposal  to  change  the  name  of  the 
Club.  Opinion  was  divided  on  this  point,  and  it  was  ulti- 
mately decided  to  defer  the  matter  for  further  consideration. 
Votes  of  thanks  to  various  donors,  to  the  President,  and  to 
the  Secretary  concluded  the  business  of  the  evening,  and 
the  members  then  adjourned  to  the  Clubroom,  where  refresh- 
ments were  served.

Public  Pharmacists'  Association.— A  Council-meeting 
of  the  Public  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  at  St. 
Bride  Institute,  London,  E.C.,.  on  September  24,  when  the 
report  was  received  on  the  petition  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  for  increased  salaries  for  dispensers.  It  was 
regretted  that  no  increase  had  been  granted  in  the  initial 
salary,  but  the  more  frequent  increments  and  the  new 
maximum  were  regarded  as  some  advance  in  view  of  present 
difficulties.  It  was  decided  to  record  on  the  minutes  the 
Council's  regret  at  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  E.  Miller.  _  Corre- 
spondence was  read  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
Army,  dispensing,  and  from  the  Birmingham  Women  Phar- 
macists' Association  regarding  affiliation.  It  was  deckled 
to  recommend  to  the  members  that  the  annual  subscription 
should  bo  5s.  Prospective  members  (chemists  and  drug- 
gists) may  obtain  full  particulars  of  the  Association's  work 
from  the  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Gibson,  St.  •Pancras 
South  Infirmary,  N.W.  1. 

>  Salford.— At  the  meeting  of  the  "Salford  Pharmaceutical 
Association  held  on  October  10  at  40  The  Crescent,  the 
President  (Mr.  J.  H.  Harrop)  in  the  chair,  a  long  letter 
on  organisation  was  read  :  but  as  the  members  desired  more 
information  on  the  subject,  discussion  was  deferred.  Reso- 
lutions were  carried  recommending  8  p.m.  as  the  closing- 
hour  on  Saturday  nights,  and  that  the  sale  of  Elliman's 
Embrocation  be  discontinued  until  further  notice.  New 
members  and  associates  were  elected  under  the  new  by-laws. 
The.  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent 
Fund,  issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  Mr.  L. 
Moreton  Parry]  was  cordially  received,  100?.  being  imme- 
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diately  promised  by_  those  in  the  room,  and  six  of  the 
members  were  appointed  to  interview  the  other  chemists 
in  ithe  borough  on  behalf  of  the  Fund. 

Sheffield.— At  the  -meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceu- 
tical_  and  Chemical  Society  on  October  9,  Mr.  Culverhouse 
presiding  over  a  large  attendance,  Mr.  T.  A.  England  was 
elected  a  member.  The  Council  .agreed  with  the  appeal  for 
the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund,  but  adjourned  further 
action  until  the  scheme  is  produced.  The  assistant  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  Food  Control  had  written  saying  lard 
could  notbe  used  in  the  preparation  of  ointments.  The 
consideration  of  Mr.  Wolff's  •'  Square  Topics"  was  de- 
ferred till  the  next  meeting.  In  moving  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  Mr.  S.  W.  Woolley  for  his  lecture  on  "Advertising 
the  Chemist's  Business"  (G.  <£■  D.,  October  12.  p.  45),  Mr. 
Appleton  said  the  estimate  the  chemist  placed  upon  him- 
self was  that  accepted  by  the  British  public.  He  said  he 
had  attempted  on  several  occasions  to  get  the  authorities 
to  take  a  test  case  on  what  constituted  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist,  but  so  far  had  not  been  successful. 
Mr.  J.  Gilbert  Jackson  t!iought  Mr.  Woolley's  pamphlet 
would  be  an  aid  to  secure  apprentices.  He  had  noticed  that 
the  social  status  of  chemists  was  greater  in  the  small 
towns  and  villages,  .as  they  hobnobbed  with  the  doctor, 
parson,  and  *  bobby."  He  could  endorse  Jay  Mack  in 
his  estimate  of  the  number  of  articles  a  chemist  kept  in 
stock;  his  own  stock  showed  20,000.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  Sheffield  J.P.s  did  not  include  a  chemist,  a,nd  that 
an  appeal  should  be  made  to  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Staffordshire. —The  North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association 
met  at  the  Town  Hall,  Stoke,  on  October  10.  Mr.  Roland 
Prince  (Longton)  presided  and  gave  a  resume  of  the  work 
of  the  Association  during  the  past  year.  The  report  of 
the  Secretary  was  received,  as  was  that  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  The  following  ofkeers 
were  elected  :  President,  Mr.  Roland  Prince  Ph.C.  ;  Vice- 
Presidents,  Mr.  Hodgson  Todd  (Burslem)  and  Mr.  G  R. 
Hankinson  (Uttoxeter) ;  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  Challinor 
(Fenrton);  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Thos.  Bentley  (Stoke)'.  Mr. 
Russell  (Newcastle)  was  elected  to  the  Executive  to  repre- 
sent tho  company  .chemists.  The  Secretary  read  a  letter 
^°mi-  Pl'°Prietary  Articles  Trade  Association  regarding 
the  dispute  with  Messrs.  Elliman,  and  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  to  give  a  hearty  backing  to  the  P.A.T  A.  in  thi's 
matter  An  appeal  for  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent 
Fund  was  warmly  supported;  many  promises  of  support 
were  made,  and  it  was  arranged  to  make  a  canvass  of  all 
the  chemists  in  the  district.  Messages  of  svmpathy  were 
sent  to  Mr.  J.  Averill,  who  is  ill  -  to  Mr.  Charles  (Burslem) 
whose  son  has  been  wounded ;  and  great  sympathy  was 
expressed  with  Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell,  Ph.C.  (Hanley)  on 
the  loss  of  his  only  son  in  the  recent  fighting. 

Torquay. -A  special  meeting  of  the  Torquay  and  Dis- 
trict Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  October  10  for 
further  consideration  of  the  report  on  organisation.  Alter 
a  lengthy  discussion  the  following  resolution  was  carried: 
"  That  this  Association  is  prepared  to  give  a  general  sup- 
port to  the  scheme  of  reorganisation  suggested  by  the 
Special  Committee,  but  would  also  strongly  urge  the  revival 
the  divisional  Secretary  system  adapted  to  present-day 
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Reports  from  Local  Centres 

ENGLAND.  .  , 
Berkshlre.-A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
was  held  at  the  Talbot  Cafe,  Reading,  on  October  9,  when 
the  Secretary  reported  that  the  average  cost  of  dispensing 
prescriptions  for  1917  was  6.8M.  (ingredients  3.82c?.,  dis- 
pensmg-fee  2.9U.).  The  letter  from  the  Local  Associations 
Executive  Committee  as  to  remuneration  for  1919  was  read 
and  on  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Hickman,  seconded  by  Mr. 
^fnf-  r'-<  the  following  resolution  was  unanimouslv  carried  : 
"t  n, lie  ^omirnttee>  having  considered  the  proposed  increase 
ot  U Abd.  on  the  dispensing-fee  for  1919,  were  unanimouslv 
S:  I  t, °Plmon  that  the  increase  is  totally  inadequate,  and 
that  they  could  not  advise  their  panel  to  accept  the  terms 
proposed  They  consider  that  a  minimum  dispensing-fee  of 
Hd.  should  be  pressed  for,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  cost 
ot  living  has  doubled,  the  purchasing  power  of  the  sovereign 
having  been  reduced  to  at  least  10s.  Taking  this  in  con- 
junction with  the  fact  that,  under  pre-war  conditions,  the 
minimum  dispensing-fee  was  2d.,  while  the  establishment- 
charges  were  more  or  less  covered  by  the  profit,  on  cost  of 
drugs,,  eta,  supplied,  the  only  equitable  method  is  by  the 


adjustment  of  that  fee  in  proportion  to  the  relative  cost  of 
living."  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  transmit  the 
resolution  to  thus  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  also  to  every  Pharmaceutical  Committee  in  England 
and  Wales,  urging  on  them  the  desirability  of  .  concerted 
action  on  these  lines.  The  report  of  the  Society's  Sub-Com- 
mitteo  on  Organisation  was  read  and,  with  Mr.  Wolff's 
"  Square  Topics"  on  the  same  matter,  was  referred^  to  the 
next  meeting  for  discussion. 


Birmingham.— The    Pharmaceutical   Committee^at  a 

meeting  held  on  October  15,  agreed  to  recommend  to  panel 
chemists  in  the  area  the  acceptance  of  the  Commissioners' 
proposals  for  Tariff  terms  for  "1919— viz.,  an  addition  to  the 
dispensing-fee  of  QAbd.  per  prescription. 

Cheshire.— The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  on  Octo- 
ber 9,  when  it  was  decided  to  advise  the  countv  pharmacists 
to  accept  the  dispensing  terms  suggested  for  1919.  Support 
was  asked  for  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund.  Dele- 
gates were  appointed  to  the  meeting  at  South  port,  to  discuss 
the^  federation  of  Cheshire  with  Lancashire.  The  present 
position-  of  the  review  for  military  service  was  explained, 
it  beaiy  understood  that  the  grading  of  pharmacists  was 
now  completed. 

Essex.— At  a,  meeting  of  the  Essex  County  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee  it  was  decided  to  recommend  the  chemists 
of  Essex  to  accept  the  offer  of  the  Commissioners  for  1919. 
It  was  decided  also  to  put  on  record  that  the  Committee 
looked  for  better  remuneration  in  any  future  negotiations. 
The  Checking  Bureau  reports  for  May  and  June  were 
adopted,  .Being  satisfactory.  Mr.  Harrison  (Goodmaycs),  a 
new  member,  on  taking  his  seat,  was  welcomed  by  the 
Chairman. 

Liverpool.— The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  at  the 
Royal  Institution  on  October  10,  1918,  Mr.  D.  H.  Evans 
presiding.  Among  the  matters  discussed  was  the  question 
-of  Insurance  bandages  supplied  at  a  local  pharmacy,  which 
was  satisfactorily  explained,  some  confusion  having  arisen 
from  duplicate  headings  in  the  Liverpool  Formulary  and 
the  C.L*.  It  was  considered  impossible  to  recommend  Liver- 
pool chemists  to^  accept  service  for  1919  on  the  terms  offered 
toy  the  Commissioners.  Strong  remarks  were  made  respect- 
ing the  Local  Association  Executive's  treatment  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  and  the  weakness  of  the  case  pre- 
sented, the  addition  o{  0A5d.  per  prescription  being  insuffi- 
cient to  cover  even  the  extra  wages  now  paid  to  assistants, 
let  alone  remunerate  the  chemist  in  face  of  the  enormous- 
increase.;  all  round.  It  was  decided  to  call  a  meeting  of 
panel  chemists  immediately,  and  submit  the  matter  to  them 
with  a  recommendation  not  to  accept  service. 

Loudon.— A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
w-a8  held  at  Bank  Chambers,  High  Holborn,  W.C.,  on 
October  8,  Mr.  G.  B.  Barnard  (Chairman)  presiding.  After 
a  prolonged  discussion  the  'Secretary  was  instructed  to 
inform  the  Local  Associations  Executive  that  the  Com- 
mittee adheres  to  its  former  decision  that  for  the  year  1919 
an  increase  of  at  least  Id.  per  prescription  should  be  added 
to  the  present  dispensing-fees.  It  was  further  decided  to 
urge  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  that  it  would  be 
advisable  for  the  Local  Associations  Executive  each  year 
to  submit  the  proposed  dispensing  terms  for  the  ensuing 
year  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  before  they  approach 
the  Commissioners  on  the  question.  The  Secretary  re- 
ported that  triangular  bandages  may  be  supplied  as  part 
of  Medical  Benefit,  and  will  be  paid  for  by  the  Insurance 
Committee.  Mr.  B.  Abelson  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  G.  W.  Hat- 
field. A  Tariff  .Sub-Committee  was  elected  to  consider 
terms  for  Insurance  dispensing  for  1920,  comprising  the 
Chairman,  the  Vice-Chairman,  Messrs.  Humphrev  Thomp- 
son. Shirt'.iff,  Keith,  Melhuish,  and  Sparks.  The  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  communicate  with  the  Pricing 
Department,  with  a  view  to  speeding-up  the  work  of  pricing. 

Northampton.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  October  8,  the  Medical  Benefit  'Sub-Committee 
presented  a  report  containing  a  paragraph  in  which  it 
was  stated  that  Captain  Cook  (the  National"  Service  Repre- 
sentative to  the  Appeals  Tribunal)  had  agreed  that  a  certain 
number  of  men  were  lawfully  and  habitually  engaged  in 
dispensing  medicines,  and  should  be  treated  as  in  a  certified 
occupation  as  being  indispensable  for  the  needs  of  the 
nopulation.  A  proposition  was  made  that  the  paragraph 
be  referred  back  to  the  Sub-Committee,  as  the  latter  were 
usurping  the  functions  of  the  proper  Tribunal;  but  the 
Chairman  pointed  out  that  the  Sub-Committee  had  no 
option  in  the  matter.  It  was  a  duty  put  upon  them  by  the 
regulations.  ^  He  also  pointed  out  that,  with  the  exception 
of  three,  al!  the  men  were  over  fortv  vears  of  age  and 
that  one  of  the  vo  inger  men  did  one-third  of  the  dispensing, 
while  another  had  been  totallv  rejected.

Trade  Report.

The  momentous  character  of  the  news/  from  the  seat  of 
war  day  after  day,  although  it  could  not  be  more  cheerful 
and  confident,  has  a  tendency  to  obsess  business  in  all  direc- 
tions, and  at  the  moment  there  is  a  considerable  abstention 
of  buying  because  great  political  events'may  be  pending  in 
the  near  future  which  may  or  may  not  affect  prices,  and  in 
such  a  period  of  uncertainty  hand-to-mouth  buying  is  the 
rule.  There  has  been  less  speculative  activity  all  round, 
especially  by  firms  outside  the  chemical  trade,  this  being 
possibly  due  to  the  fact  that  prices  have  reached  their  highest 
level  and  offer  no  further  attraction.  The  "flu"  epidemic 
in  various  parts  of  the  world  calls  for  a  large  demand 
for  febrifuges  of  all  kinds,  but  this  can  only  be  partially 
supplied,  and  neutral  countries  to  a  large  extent  have  to 
go  without,  as  permits  are  only  being  granted  sparingly. 
There  are  abundant  stocks  of  phenacetin  and  acetanilide  on 
the  spot,  but  it  is  curious  that  the  ravages  of  "  flu  "  have 
not  affected  those  two  products.  Aspirin  gets  scarcer  than 
ever,  and  the  price  has  still  a  rising  tendency.  Phenazone 
and  amidopyrin  are  dearer  ;  sulphonal  is  also  very  scarce 
and  higher.  Soda  tartarata,  pidv.  seidlitz,  and  English  re- 
fined camphor  have  been  advanced  by  makers.  Scale  pre- 
parations containing  quinine  are  scarce.  Among  products 
which  have  declined  are  barbitone,  guaiacol  carbonate,  hexa- 
inine,  and  phenacetin.  Calumba,  coriander-seed,  fenugreek, 
farina,  Japan  wax,  and  belladonna-root  are  also  cheaper.

Cornish  producers  are 
sellers  at  around  951.  delivered  London,  but  small  lots  com- 
mand up  to  98?.  The  exploitation  of  the  industry  in  the 
British  Colonies  is  still  going'  on,  while  attempts,  as  men- 
tioned last  week,  are  made  to  secure  some  output  in  Rho- 
desia in  connection  with  gold-mining.  Japan  and  China  aro  I 
producing  fair  quantities,  but  freight  is  hard  to  get.  Even 
given  a  return  to  peace  conditions,  it  is  expected  that  some 
considerable  time  will  elapse  before  prices  drop  to  any-

If  any  evidence  was  wanted  as  to  the 
unequal  distribution  by  the  druggists  of  the  cheap  bromides 
imported  by  the  Government  it  is  to  be  found  in  a  circular 
issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  in 
the  course  of  which  it  is  stated  that  "  the  action  of  the 
Government  which  has  been  taken  to  reduce  the  price  of 
bromides  has  unfortunately  resulted  in  two  widely  differing 
prices  being  quoted  on  the  trade  price-lists,  and  complaints 
are  being  received  that  pharmacists  cannot  obtain  adequate 
quantities.  The  Insurance  Commissionei-s  have  claimed 
priority  in  the  use  of  the  controlled  bromides  for  N.H.I, 
dispensing,  and  will  accordingly  only  pay  the  lower  price." 
It  was  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  take  precautions  and 
see  that  no  partiality  was  shown  in  the  distribution.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  already  made  representations 
to  the  Commissioners  _  regarding  the  necessity  of  ensuring 
an  equitable  distribution  of  the  bromides,  and  will  again 
take  the  matter  up  should  it  be  possible  to  prove  that 
chemists  are  unable  to  secure  adequate  supplies.

Linseed  Oil. — As  far  as  can  ba  ascertained  crushers'  opera- 
tions have  been  proceeding  on  a  more  satisfactory  scale  for 
somo  time  past,  which,  together  with  the  freer  allocations 
of  other  raw  materials,  is  helping  to  ease  conditions  in  con- 
nection with  the  filling  of  urgent  requirements.

565s.  c.  and  f.  is  quoted.  In  another  quarter  Sicilian  block 
can  be  bought  at  365s.  on  the  spot,  and  there  is  also  an  offer 
of  Spanish  at  375s.  on  the  spot. 

Mace. — Steady  at  auction,  32  bags  Bombay  selling  at 
3s.  HeZ.  for  wormy  and  broken  ;  72  cases  and  52  boxes  Singa- 
pore sold  at  3s.  lid.  to  4s.  for  fair  reddish.  ■ 

Menthol  has  been  quiet  and  not  quite  so  firm.  Last  week 
closed  with  buyers  of  Kobayashi-Suzuki  at  20s.  on  the  spot, 
and  this  week  there  are  sellers  at  the  price,  small  sales 
having  been  made. 

Mercurial  Salts. — There  are  stocks  of  corrosive  sublimate 
and  white  precipitate  on  the  spot  offering  at  below  makers' 
prices. 

Mint  Oil. — Although  up  to  7s.  4^tZ.  has  been  paid  for 
Kobayashi-Suzuki  on  the  spot,  there  have  been  sellers  this 
week  at  7s.

Molasses. — The  controlled  price  is  60s.  per  cwt.  in  barrels, 
with  supplies  obtainable  at  a  trifle  less  in  some  quarters.

Saccharin. — Although  exports  from  the  U.S.A.  have  de- 
finitely stopped,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  weakness  on 
the  part  of  several  holders  who  are  asking  for  bids.  Lead- 
ing interests  quote  American  550  pure  at  250s.  per  lb;,  duty 
unpaid,  equivalent  to  382s.,  duty  paid.  We  understand  that 
the  price  of  duty-paid  British  saccharin  of  550  strength  is 
210s.  per  lb.  net  cash,  before  delivery,  packages  free.  This 
saccharin  is  intended  to  fulfil  in  a  greater  measure  the  de- 
mands of  aerated-water  makers  and  others,  and  is  distri- 
buted by  the  Saccharin  Distribution  Committee  on  a  scheme 
of  rationing.  No  consumer  is  able  to  obtain  British 
saccharin  until  he  has  completed  and  returned  the  official 
form  of  application,  obtainable  from  essence  makers,  which 
constitutes  an  agreement  between  the  consumer  and  the 
Saccharin  Distribution  Committee.  Such  saccharin  must  be 
used  only  for  consumers'  own  requirements  in  manufactur- 
ing, and  no  supplies  are  permitted  to  be  bought  for  re-sale, 
and  no  surplus  must  be  disposed  of  without  the  consent  of 
the  Saccharin  Distribution  Committee. 

Salicylates. — The  price  of  carbolic  acid  to  the  English 
makers  has  been  raised  to  Is.  bd.  per  lb.,  but  the  price  of 
salicylic  acid  remains  unchanged  at  4s.  bd.  to  4s.  Qd.  Soda 
salicylate  is  also  unchanged  at  5s.  bd.  to  5s.  9d. 

Salol  is  quiet,  which  is  unusual  for  the  time  of  the  year, 
and  worth  about  9s.  per  lb. 

Scda  Taktabata. — Makers  have  advanced  their  prices  by 
15s.  per  cwt.  to  207s.  per  cwt.  and  203s.  in  cwt.  lots.

Wax  (Vegetaele). — Japanese  is  cheaper  owing  to  the 
arrival  of  fair-sized  quantities,  sellers  asking  120s.  per  cwt. 
on  the  spot. 

Zinc  Products. — There  is  a  steady  demand  for  zinc  oxid° 
for  war  purposes,  and  manufacturers  find  some  difficulty  in 
keeping  pace  with  current  needs,  this  also  applying  to  the 
United  States,  where  the  demand  is  particularly  keen,  so 
that  export  trade  is  more  complicated.  Out  of  our  tot-il 
imports  during  last  year  of  10,081  tons,  against  13,600  tons 
in  the  previous  vear,  nearly  two-thirds  came  from  the 
United  Stat's.  Th->  demand  for  solid  98-99  per  cent,  zinc 
chlorids  is  renorted  very  dull,  although  there  has  been  a 
little  incjiviry  for  France.  Business  is  only  possible  against 
a  licence,  and  the  prio?  is  about  877.  per  ton  f.o.b.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Tjiliwoeng  Java  Planta- 
tions, Ltd.,  held  in  London  on  October  11,  the  chairman  (Sir 
E.  Rosling)  stated  that  cinchona  yielded  11,730  lb.  bark, 
against  26,240  lb.  for  the  previous  season.  Tho  shortfall 
was  due  to  the  lack  of  shipping  facilities.  The  analysis 
showed  a  slight  falling  off,  but  still  showed  the  high  average 
of  8.35  per  cent,  sulphate  of  quinine.  A  satisfactory  con- 
tract has  been  arranged  with  manufacturers  in  England  by 
which  they  agree  to  purchase  the  company's  bark  for  ten 
years,  the  price  being  based  on  the  price  of  quinine.  The 
company  expect  to  be  able  to  deliver  a  minimum  quantity 
of  25,000  lb.  annually.  Mr.  Vwiltcr  Hilliers  said:  '-Cin- 
chona cultivation  has  not  been  affected  in  the  same  way  as 
tea,  and  is  not  likely  to  be  affected,  because  it  lies  outside 
the'  war  influence,  fortunately,  through  the  product  being 
>f  such  vital  necessity.  The  contact  which  we  have  made 
with  British  manufacturers,  along  with  other  similarly 
placed  companies,  for  the  next  ten  years  should  be  really 
'.reductive  cf  substantial  benefit  to  the  company.

Drug-Tariff  Payments. 

Sir, — Chemists  on  the  Middlesex  panel  who  have  road  your 
report  of  the  Middlesex  Insurance  Committee  in  last  week's 
issue  (page  48),  will  be  interested  to  know  that,  after  pay- 
ment of  the  whole  of  the  "  floating-  sixpence"  to,.the  doctors, 
a  sum  in  excess  of  25,000?.  remained  to  meet  the  cost  of 
drugs,  appliances,  and  chemists'  fees.  But/  as  stated  in 
your  report,  the  actual  cost  of  drugs  and  appliances  (in- 
cluding all  that  was  paid  to  the  chemists)  was  only  20,548?., 
■and  it  is  Therefore  evident  that,  out  of  the  2s.  available,  less 
than  is.  id.  sufficed  to  pay  the  Middlesex  chemists'  accounts 
Jor  1917.  A  similar  state  of  affairs  is  reported  from  the 
London  area,  where  the  doctors  for  the  first  time  secured 
the  whole  of  the  "  floating  sixpence,"  while  an  expenditure 
of  approximately  Is.  2g<?.  was  sufficient  to  pay,  but  not  re- 
munerate, the  chemists.

How  Advertising  Helps. 

Sie, — Is  it  not  possible  that  some  of  the  chemists  who 
do  not  push  proprietary  sales  with  the  energy  that  Mr. 
Nathan  desires  may  be  occupied  with  more  remunerative 
business?  We  have  to  remember  the  extremely  subdivided 
nature  of  business  of  this  kind;  the  number  of  grocers  and 
general  stcjp-os  undertaking  it.  I  often  think  that  something- 
of  the  spirit  of  make-believe  enters  into  the  attitude  of  pro- 
prietors in  this  matter.  Once  the  chemist  was  a  wicked 
substitute!-.  Now  he  is  a  poor  back-number,  who  does  not 
know  his  business.  People  who  indulge  in  the  extreme 
claims  of  advertisement  may  perhaps  be  expected  to  stray 
somewhat  from  facts.  If  the  proprietary  business  were 
thoroughly  worth  the  chemist's 'while  I  should  expect  to 
find  him  helping  it  along.  The  gentleman  at  the  factory, 
who  is  reached  by  every  repeat  order,  naturally  has  a 
different  standpoint  from  the  general  adviser  whose  time  is 
partly  occupied  in  answering  questions  about  goods  bought 
elsewhere,  or  explaining  that  if  the  purchaser  really  desires 
to  change  them  they  had  better  be  taken  to  the  shop  where 
they  were  bought.  The  fact  is  that  the  ordinary  run  of 
advertiser  wants  the  chemist,  but  has  never  had  a,  decent 
proposition  for  him,  and  the  bulk  of  us  long  ago  looked 
elsewhere.

Reconstruction  in  Ireland. 

Sie, — I  agree  with  Mr.  Carse,  Belfast  [C.  &  D.,  Octo- 
ber 12,  p.  51),  but  I  put  it  in  another  way — the  remunera- 
tion for  services  rendered,  I  mean.  A  citizen  is  not  only 
entitled  to  payment  for  services  rendered,  but  also  for  the 
ability,  skill,  and  the  time  occupied  in  qualifying  for  the 
right  to  serve.  Therefore  a  trading  citizen  is  not  only 
entitled  to  present-day  needs,  but  also  to  a  provision  against 
the  day  when  he  cannot  serve — viz.,  old  age.  In  other 
words,  he  is  entitled  to  a  pension  large  enough  to  support 
him  independently  of  either  his  family,  immediate  relatives, 
or  the  public.  I  know  of  only  one  way  in  which  to  get  it : 
more  goods  and  every  class  of  goods  must  be  sold.  A  Society 
can  only  do  its  share — viz.,  try  to  get  reasonable  profits  for 
its  members.  _  The  rest  lies  with  the  man  behind  the  counter 
and  the  man  in  the  study  behind  the  man  behind  the  counter. 
These  men,  and  women  too,  are  born,  not  made.

More  Reconstruction. 
Sir, — Mr..  Parry's  War  Fund  looks  like  a  stillborn  babe 
to  me  :  arrived  too  late— to  aged  parents  on  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council.  It  is  not  money  that  is  badly  wanted, 
but  methods  of  education  enabling  students  -to  qualify 
quickly,  instead  of  keeping  up  the  old  stupid  barriers  in 
order  to  get  more  fees.  All  the  hot  air  about  "  high 
standard"  was  just— hot  ah-.  The  examination  at  present 
can  only_  be  compared  with  compelling  sheepdogs  to  learn 
circus  tricks,  and  then  vainly  expecting  those  tricks  to  be 
useful  to  the  shepherd.  Out  of  10,000  drug-shops  we  must 
have  sent  10,000  men  to  war.  Of  these  2,000  are  dead. 
2,000  will  choose  other  work,  1,000  were  unsuitable,  and 
5.000  were  good  men.  So  that  on  the  average  at  least 
two  jabs  are  waiting  for  each  of  the  5,000  men.  And  1,000 
businesses .  are   for  sale,    which   men   of   known  steady 


character  and  efficiency  can  have  without  putting 
down  one  penny  of  the  purchase-price,  but  can 
be  allowed  to  pay  for  out  of  profits.  This  is 
v.  hat  I  call  the  capital  value  of  a  habit.  It  is  well 
over  l,0CO?.  per  man,  and  is  the  method  by  which  at  least 
75  per  cent,  of  the  present-day  masters  obtained  their 
businesses.  There's  nothing  new  about  it:  it's  just  the  old, 
old  story  of  money  lent  by  friends,  banks,  or  wholesalers 
to  men  who  had  the  confidence  of  the  lenders  by  reason 
of  their  capacity  for  hard  work  and  their  habit  of  spending 
less  than  they  earned.  The  only  need  for  a  fund  is  for  the 
cases  of  men  who  have  been  injured — happily  few  in  the 
drug-trade  ii  we  take  the  trade  paper  reports  as  a  guide. 
But  even  many  of  these  men  oan  be  accommodated  with 
work  in  our  trade.  If  we  cite  Boots,  Ltd.,  as  an  example, 
the  company  will  be  only  too  glad  to  get  their  men  back, 
and  will  need  more  without  displacing  a  single  competent 
girl  or  woman  :  men's  work  has  been  largely  in  abeyance, 
holidays  impossible,  and  natural  developments  delayed  until 
the  war  is  over.  If  in  1919-20  Messrs.  Boots  have  to  give 
five  years'  scholarships  all  in  one  year — say,  1,000?. — we 
know  that  is  not  beyond  their  resources.  Shops  can  only 
be  run  with  qualified  men  :  money  alone  is  useless  (women 
seem  to  prefer  dispensing  and  four  hours'  work  per  day). 
We  have  scholarships  in  our  trade  lying  almost  dormant. 
There  has  not  been  a  claimant  for  the  Manchester  for  five 
or  six  years.  Five  shillings  per  head  from  every  Associa- 
tion in  our  trade  would  produce  two  scholarships  for  each 
county  in  the  Kingdom  of  about  30?.  per  scholarship  (leav- 
ing out  a  few  of  the  smaller  counties).  The  drug-trade 
has  been  given  a  boom  of  50  to  100  per  cent,  on  takings 
owing  to  the  rise  in  the  standard  of  living,  due  to  higher 
wages  and  the  enormous  amount  of  work  available  for 
workers.  The  rise  in  prices  does  not  account  for  our  extra 
takings  by  a  long  way.  Wages  will  never  go  down  to  the 
old  1914  level — the  trade  unions  will  see.  to  that — so  that 
even  when  the  wasteful  "  munition  "  wages  are  stopped 
thousands  of  towns  are  ready  to  switch  on  to  their  own 
natural  work,  with  an  accumulation  of  four  years'  back 
orders  to  make  up  and  huge  amounts  of  reserve  capital  in 
hand,  quite  free  of  new  buildings  and  machinery,  and  with 
plenty  of  labour  ready  at  hand  to  tackle  the  old  work. 
If  we  are  to  pay  interest  on  our  National  Debt  out  of 
earnings  instead  of  out  of  War  Loans,  then  women  workers 
will  be  doubled  in  number,  and  "  hell  for  leather  "  will  be 
the  word  in  production  for  twenty  years  to  come.  Don't 
forget  that  we  shall  dose  perhaps  a  quarter  of  a  million 
women,  who  will  go  to  the  Colonies  with  their  soldier 
husbands.  The  Canadians  and  the  Australians  are  marry- 
ing at  the  rate  of  1,200  a  month,  and  have  been  doing  for 
two  years,  which  will  reduce  the  surplus  we  had  in  1914  of 
about  two  millions  of  women  over  men.  New  homes  will 
rise  in  the  Colonies,  which  in  turn  will  create  new  demands 
on  the  Old  Country's  export  trade.  All  this  is  additional 
to  the  million  new  homes  which',  are  promised  by  the 
Government  and  long  overdue  in  the  Old  Country.  Added 
to  all  this  will  be  the  resto'ration  at  high  speed  in  France 
and  Belgium,  needing  every  kind  of  building  materials 
and  supplies  from  us ;  ships  to  replace  the  U-boat  losses — in 
fact,  the  tale  is  endless  if  -  we  can  keep  the  old  kind  of 
Free  Trade  from  ever  appearing  again  in  the  Old  Country. 
If  it  does  come  back,  then  fifty  million  pounds  won't  keep 
the  young  men  in  the  Old  Country,  and  the  Society  will 
have  a  lot  of  the  drug-trade  on  the  Benevolent  Fund — 
men  too  old  to  emigrate.  When  I  look  at  my  C.  <£■  D., 
p.  59,  last  week,  and  see  the  photo  of  Lieut.  Fred  Jotcham, 
killed  on  active  service,  I  am  reminded  that  he  was  the 
tenth  man  who  won  the  Fairchild  Scholarship  (1914),  and 
that  when  he  won  it  only  he  and  the  ninth  man  were  then 
left  in  the  retail  drug-trade  :  the  other  eight  had  fled  from 
it.  I  don't  expect  much  from  Dr.  Addison  and  his  recon- 
struction— Government  Departments  are  a  hindrance  more 
than  a  help  to  real  progress ;  but  let  me  remind  the  members 
of  Council  that  Addison  mentioned  the  word  "  stickiness  " 
in  his  Bloomsbury  address  a  few  weeks  ago,  which  being 
interpreted  means  a  something  which  prevents  movement 
(of  the  wheels,  for  example).  If  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  wheels  don't  get  moving  right  quick,  many  things 
might  happen  to  Bloomsbury  Square,  and  even  a  big  War 
Fund  would  not  saye  them.  Jay  Mack.  (91/18.)

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Legal  Queries. 


G.  P.  L.  (193/28).— "  Lung  Tonic"  is  a  dutiable  title 
under  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act.  If,  however,  the  formula 
is  published  in  a  recognised  work,  it  could  be  sold  un- 
stamped by  chemists  as  a  "  known,  admitted,  and  approved 
remedy." 

Fagin  (14/18). — Dental  Legislation. — We  cannot  say  what 
the  position  of  unregistered  dental  practitioners  will  be  if 
the  recommendations — not  yet  made — of  the  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Dental  Practice  are  carried  into  law.  We  do  not 
think,  however,  that,  in.  view  of  the  shortage  of  dentists, 
the  conditions  at  present  obtaining  are  likely  to  be  made 
more  stringent. 

G.  S.  (192/59).— Unqualified  Persons  cannot  legally  sell 
scheduled  poisons  even  to  an  Insurance  Committee.  A 
qualified  man  cannot  "  cover  "  ,a  drug'-store  proprietor. 
An  Insurance  Committee  can  enter  into  a  contract  with  a 
limited  company  for  the  supply  of  drugs  (including  poisons) 
only  if  the  company  carries  on  business  in  conformity  with 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  one  of  the  conditions 
of  the  Act  being  that  the  company  is  bona  fide  managed  by 
a  qualified  man. 

P.  Dep.  (195/53). — Camphorated  Oil. — Permission  was 
given  in  the  "  Gazette  "  notice  (C.  &  D.,  April  6,  p.  34)  to 
employ  nut  oil  or  sesame  oil  in  place  of  olive  oil  in  the  pre- 
paration of  lin.  camph.,  B.P.  The  effect  of  this  is  to  release 
chemists  from  the  obligation  of  Section  XV.  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1868,  in  regard  to  dispensing.  If,  however,  a 
camphorated  oil  made  with  other  than  olive  oil.  is  sold 
retail,  notice  must  be  given  to  the  purchaser,  as  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  still  in  force  in  regard  to  the  supply 
of  drugs. 

M.  O.  (197/19). — Stramonium  is  not  a  scheduled  poison, 
but  a  "  preparation  or  admixture  "  would  be  a  poison  in 
Part  II.,  as  containing  a  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid.  The 
rule  is  that  where  a  crude  drug  is  not  specifically  men- 
tioned in  the  Schedule  it  is  not  included,  although  it  may 
be  poisonous.  Another  instance  is  tobacco,  which,  although 
poisonous,  is  not  mentioned.  Nicotine,  the  poisonous  alka- 
loid, is  included  in  the  Schedule,  and  tobacco  ointment— a 
preparation  containing  a  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid — 
would  be  in  Part  II. 

T.  W.  D.  (201/42)  asks  ■what  would  be  a  fair  way  of 
assessing  the  amount  payable  by  the  tenant  in  respect  of 
dilapidations  upon  the  expiration  of  a  lease  entered  into 
before  the  war.  Is  the  tenant  protected  in  any  way  by  the 
Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations?  [A  surveyor  or  archi- 
tect should  be  appointed  on  behalf  of  both  landlord  and 
tenant  to  ascertain  the  amount  payable  by  the  tenant  in 
respect  of  dilapidations.  No  war  emergency  legislation  has 
been  passed  which  relieves  the  tenant  from  his  liability  to 
the  landlord  in  this  respect  under  the  terms  of  his  lease.] 

Ajax  (192/3)  is  tenant  of  a  house  in  the  North  of  England 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  29?.,  including  rates  and  taxes,  and  has 
been  given  six  months'  notice  to  quit.  Can  he  be  turned 
out  of  the  house  or  required  to  pay  a  higher  rent  while  the 
war  lasts?  [If  the  rateable  value  of  the  house  on  August  3, 
1914,  did  not  exceed  26?.,  "Ajax"  mav  be  entitled  to  the 
protection  of  the  Increase  of  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest 
(War  Restrictions)  Act,  1915,  which  prevents  a  landlord, 
except  in  certain  circumstances,  from  raising  the  rent  of, 
or  evicting  a  tenant  from,  a  house,  provided  the  tenant  pays 
his  rent  and  performs  the  conditions  of  his  tenancy.  If,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  Act  referred  to  does  not  apply,  the  land- 
lord is  entitled  to  terminate  the  present  tenancy  in  accord- 
ancewith  the  agreement.  We  advise  '.'Ajax"  to  consult  a 
solicitor  with  regard  to  his  position.] 

Silver  (2/10)  asks  (a)  whether  a  mortgage  can  be  called 
in  during  the  war.  He  also  asks  (b)  whether  the  preference 
shareholders  and  unsecured  creditors  have  any  claim  upon 
the  assets  and  profits  of  a  company  in  voluntary  liquidation 
whose  business  is  being  carried  on  by  the  debenture-holders, 
[(a)  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Increase  of  Rent  and 
Mortgage  Interest  (War  Restrictions)  Act,  1915,  a  mortgage 
upon  a  house  of  which  the  standard  rent  or  rateable  value 
does  not  exceed  35?.  in  London,  30?,  in  Scotland,  or  26?.  else- 
where cannot  be  called  in  during  the  war  provided  the 
mortgagor  pays  ihe  interest  and  observes  the  covenants 
under  the  mortgage.  Even  if  this  Act  does  not  apply  the 
mortgagee  cannot  enforce  his  powers  without  the  sanction 
of  the  Court,  (b)  The  assets  available  after;  satisfaction  of 
the  claims  _  of  the  debenture-holders  and  other  secured 
creditors  will  be  devoted  first  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
claimsof  the  unsecured  creditors,  and  any  balance  remain- 
ing will  be  paid  to  the  shareholders.]

August  31,  p.  52. 

Nux  Tom.  (138/2)  writes:  "Can  you  inform  me  why  tho 
strychnine  hydrochlor.  in  liq.  strych.  hydrochlor. B.P., 
when  made  according  to  the  official  directions,  twill  not 
dissolve?  I  have  tried  several  times,  and  even  boiled  it, 
but  the  strychnine  remains  quite  insoluble.  I  have  con- 
sulted' '  Squire  '  and  '  Martindale,'  but  as  their  directions 
are  practically  the  same  as  B.P.  I  can  get  no  help." 
[Strychnine  hydrochloride  is  soluble  in  water  to  a  much 
greater  extent  than  is  required  by  the  B.P.  solution,  even 
if  the  solvent  were  entirely  water.  Rectified  spirit  is 
employed  merely  as  a  preservative.  The  B.P.  direction  fox- 
preparing  the  solution  is  designed,  however,  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  circumstance  that  some  heat  is  generated  when 
alcohol  .and  water  are  mixed  together;  this  heat  hastens 
solution  of  the  strychnine  hydrochloride  and  is  really  all 
that  is  required  for  this  purpose.  In  order  to  obtain  full 
effect  of  the  rise  in  temperature  some  operators  place  the 
salt  in  the  rectified  spirit  before  addition  of  the  water. 
We  have  not  encountered  an  insoluble  specimen  such  as  you 
describe;  indeed,  we  are  constrained  to  ask  if  you  are 
quite  sure  that  it  is  the  hydrochloride  you  are  handling, 
and  not  strychnine  alkaloid  ?  You  should  shake  a  little  up 
with  warm  distilled  water  and  test  for  chloride.  In  any 
case  it  should  be  returned  to  source,  as  it  is  evidently 
unsatisfactory.] 

E.  S.  (170/21).— We  cannot  identify  tho  catarrh-tablet. 

/.  W.  (195/43). — Hand-tablets  for  winter  sale. — The  fol- 
lowing is  a  useful  formula  which  has  the  advantage  that  it 
does  not  require  the  use  of  glycerin  or  edible  oils  :

W.  G.  S.  (196/14).— Treatment  of  Alopecia  Areata.— Tho 
local  application  should  be  of  a  stimulating  nature.  Cantha- 
rides  is  generally  used,  the  best  form  being  the  acetum, 
diluted  with  one  or  two  parts  of  spirit.  This  is  painted  on 
daily  with  a  oamel's-hair  pencil,  but  the  applications  must 
not  be  pushed  to  the  blistering  stage.  Internally  tonics  are 
administered. 

Diogenes  (39/13). — Soap  is  Readily  Powdered  if  it  is 
first  well  dried.  Cut  up  the  soap  into  thin  slices  and  dry 
it  in  a  warm  oven,  or,  better  still,  in  a  drying-closet.
